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Introduction 


Welcome  to  our  sale  of  coins  from  the  Lee  F.  Hewitt  Collection  and  other  consignments.  In  the 
pages  to  follow  are  many  outstanding  items  acquired  years  ago  by  one  of  the  most  prominent  figures 
on  the  American  numismatic  scene,  Lee  F.  Hewitt,  who  for  years  published  the  Numismatic  Scrap¬ 
book  Magazine. 

The  1904  Proof  set  from  the  Lee  F.  Hewitt  collection,  complete  through  the  $20  issue,  has  an 
illustrious  pedigree.  In  the  consignor's  own  words:  'The  1904  set  was  obtained  by  J.  Pierpont  Morgan 
directly  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  Wayte  Raymond  sold  the  Morgan  Collection,  and  I  obtained 
this  set  from  Raymond.  Isn't  the  set  a  beauty!"  Many  other  items  from  the  Lee  F.  Hewitt  collection, 
some  very  rare  and  others  less  so,  will  attract  and  delight  prospective  bidders.  The  present  sale 
is  being  held  in  New  York  City  in  conjunction  with  the  Emery  and  Nichols  Collections,  described 
in  a  separate  catalogue  (sent  earlier  to  those  on  our  mailing  list,  or  available  separately  now  for 
$10  postpaid).

To  a  young  lad  entering  the  coin  field  in  1953,  the  Numismatic  Scrapbook  Magazine  reigned 
supreme.  To  be  sure,  competition  was  provided  by  The  Numismatist ,  official  journal  of  the  American 
Numismatic  Association,  but  the  latter  publication  seemed  to  be  technical  rather  than  popular. 
Not  to  be  overlooked  was  Numismatic  News,  which  had  started  in  Wisconsin  the  year  before,  in 
1952,  but  back  then  it  was  published  monthly  and  consisted  primarily  of  classified  advertising. 
The  Numismatic  Scrapbook  Magazine  had  it  all — advertisements  from  dealers  all  over  America, 
mintage  information,  market  data,  auction  and  sale  reports,  and  interesting  articles  on  just  about 
every  subject  imaginable.  During  a  certain  time  each  month,  when  I  knew  that  the  Scrapbook  was 
on  its  way,  my  first  thought  would  be  "did  the  Scrapbook  arrive  today?"  If  the  answer  was  yes, 
then  the  next  hour  was  spent  immersed  between  its  covers.  J.V.  McDermott,  who  was  the  lead-off 
advertiser  in  the  editorial  section  and  who  usually  had  multiple  pages,  offered  a  little  bit  of  everything 
for  sale.  B.  Max  Mehl,  from  down  in  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  had  offerings,  as  did  Bebee's  of  Omaha, 
Nebraska.  The  center  spread  was  the  domain  of  Arthur  Conn,  of  Melrose,  Massachusetts,  who 
always  seemed  to  offer  beautiful  coins  for  enticingly  low  prices.  Many  telephone  calls  were  placed 
to  Arthur  over  the  beginning  years  of  my  numismatic  endeavors,  and  quite  a  few  nice  coins  arrived 
in  my  mailbox  as  a  result. 

Soon  there  came  a  time  when  I  wanted  to  place  my  own  advertising.  There  was  a  problem:  I 
wasn't  old  enough!  Although  the  American  Numismatic  Association  generously  rented  me  a  bourse 
table  in  1955,  when  I  was  16  years  old  (and  the  youngest  person  to  ever  have  a  table  at  one  of 
these  events),  Lee  F.  Hewitt  would  not  consent  to  my  advertising  until  he  received  a  parental  respon¬ 
sibility  slip  from  my  father.  Years  later  at  a  convention,  Lee  returned  the  permission  slip  to  me 
as  a  souvenir  of  "the  good  old  days." 

Today  in  1984  there  are  a  number  of  fine  numismatic  publications.  Coin  World  and  Numismatic 
News,  issued  weekly,  bring  a  tremendous  amount  of  information.  The  Numismatist,  vastly  dif¬ 
ferent  than  it  was  in  the  early  1950s,  is  much  more  "with  it"  than  its  style  of  years  ago.  Coins 
magazine  and  Coin  Age  each  have  a  niche.  The  advent  of  jet  travel,  increased  use  of  long  distance 
telephone  communication,  the  teletype  machine  (which  entered  numismatics  in  the  early  1960s) 
and  other  evidences  of  what  we  call  progress  have  vastly  changed  the  availability  of  information. 
Indeed,  not  too  many  years  after  that,  the  Numismatic  Scrapbook  Magazine  was  sold  to  Sidney 
Printing  and  Publishing  Company,  publishers  of  Coin  World,  who  ran  it  for  a  few  years  as  a  separate 
magazine  and  then  incorporated  it  into  Coin  World  itself.  Thus,  one  of  the  grand  publications  of 
our  hobby  passed  from  the  scene.  Any  of  my  readers  who  were  around  in  the  1950s  know  that 
the  Numismatic  Scrapbook  Magazine  was  all  things  to  all  people;  it  literally  represented  the 
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numismatic  hobby  bound  between  two  paper  covers.  Lee  F.  Hewitt,  the  owner  and  originator, 
was  a  powerful  and  respected  figure  at  conventions  and  other  places  where  collectors  gathered. 
And,  although  his  credentials  as  a  publisher  were  superb,  his  credentials  as  a  numismatist  were 
equal,  an  ideal  combination. 

To  recite  all  of  Lee  F.  Hewitt's  accomplishments  would  be  to  recite  a  list  of  great  things  and 
awards  in  numismatics.  The  highest  honor  that  can  be  bestowed  by  the  American  Numismatic 
Association,  the  Farran  Zerbe  Award,  was  given  to  him  in  1962,  at  which  time  he  was  recognized 
for  his  "distinguished  service  to  the  science  of  numismatics."  Later  he  was  elected  to  the  ANA  Hall 
of  Fame.  He  and  Richard  Yeoman  (editor  of  the  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins)  were  the  first 
living  persons  so  elected  to  this  honor.  Concerning  Dick  Yeoman,  Lee  F.  Hewitt  recently  related: 
"Dick  and  I  are  long  time  friends  going  back  to  1940.  I  wrote  all  of  the  text  matter  for  the  first 
Blue  Book'  and  was  given  a  choice  of  a  lump  sum  payment  or  two  cents  per  copy  royalty.  I  figured 
that  Whitman  might  sell  10,000  copies  at  most,  so  I  took  the  $200  cash,  which  turned  out  to  be 
one  of  my  greatest  financial  mistakes!  Later,  Dick  and  I  did  many  things  together,  including  a  trip 
to  Israel  as  guests  of  that  country's  government." 

While  numismatics  and  publishing  kept  Lee  F.  Hewitt  busy  indoors,  in  his  own  words,  "Boating 
was  my  outdoor  hobby,  and  I  own  three  boats  each  named  Numismatic ,  with  my  last  Numismatic 
III  being  a  twin-engine  31-foot  yacht,  which  I  illustrate  today  on  my  letterhead.  From  boyhood 
I  always  had  an  ambition  to  make  a  round-the-world  cruise.  I  had  been  to  the  Orient,  to  Europe, 
and  to  the  northern  part  of  South  America,  but  not  the  whole  works — so  in  1981  we  took  the  80-day 
round-the-world  cruise  on  the  Queen  Elizabeth  II.  The  ship  docked  in  Honolulu  during  the  ANA 
midwinter  convention,  so  I  was  able  to  attend." 

Additional  information  concerning  Lee  F.  Hewitt  appears  on  accompanying  pages,  much  of  which 
is  excerpted  from  a  detailed  feature  on  him  which  appeared  in  the  January  3,  1968  issue  of  Coin 
World  and  which  is  used  with  permission.  Needless  to  say,  for  the  present  writer  the  handling  of 
coins  from  the  collection  of  Lee  F.  Hewitt  represents  a  return  to  childhood  and,  at  the  same  time, 
a  rare  honor.  In  my  mind,  and  in  the  minds  of  everyone  who  has  been  privileged  to  know  Lee 
F.  Hewitt,  he  will  forever  remain  as  one  of  the  outstanding  all-time  greats  that  our  hobby  has  been 
privileged  to  know. 

The  catalogue  in  your  hands  contains  many  choice,  rare,  and  desirable  United  States  coins  and 
paper  money  items,  literally  something  for  everyone.  I  invite  you  to  attend  the  present  auction 
in  New  York  City  on  November  14,  and  the  accompanying  Emery-Nichols  Collections  sale  on 
November  12th  and  13th,  arriving  earlier  to  view  whichever  lots  may  be  of  interest.

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Lee  F.  Hewitt — A  Numismatic  Biography 


The  following  text  is  excerpted  and  adapted,  with  addi¬ 
tions,  from  an  article  which  appeared  in  " Coin  World, 
January  3,  1968,  and  is  used  with  permission  of  that 
publication. 

In  1959  the  Numismatic  Scrapbook  Magazine  observed 
its  silver  anniversary— the  first  independent  English  language 
numismatic  periodical  to  reach  such  a  milestone.  Other 
organization  or  dealer-sponsored  periodicals  such  as  The 
Numismatist,  The  American  Journal  of  Numismatics,  and 
Spink's  Numismatic  Circular  have  or  had  been  in  existence 
longer,  however,  but  other  independently  established 
publications  thrived  for  a  few  years  and  then  suspended 
operations. 

At  the  time  the  Numismatic  Scrapbook  Magazine  was 
founded  in  January  1935,  the  American  Numismatic 
Association  had  only  1,200  members  after  43  years  of  ex¬ 
istence.  According  to  the  Scrapbook's  25th  anniversary 
calculations,  in  1935  there  were  only  35  local  coin  clubs  with 
10  to  20  persons  in  attendance.  The  Chicago  Coin  Club  was 
the  giant  of  that  period  with  some  60  to  70  members 
attending  the  club  sessions. 

In  1935,  the  year  of  the  Scrapbook's  birth,  there  were 
under  50  full-time  coin  dealers  in  the  United  States.  But  Lee 
F.  Hewitt,  its  founder,  had  faith  in  numismatics.  He  was 
convinced  that  there  was  a  future  in  numismatic  publishing 
because  the  people  interested  in  numismatics,  although  few 
in  number,  maintained  personal  libraries  and  had  a  thirst 
for  more  knowledge.  It  was  Hewitt's  aim  to  bring  to  the  hob¬ 
by  an  actual  "scrapbook,"  to  reprint  pertinent  portions  of 
rare  and  out-of-print  books  together  with  a  digest  of  cur¬ 
rent  numismatic  news.  The  first  issue  was  mini-size,  4x5 
and  1-Vi  inches.  This  miniature  size  continued  until  1937. 

'The  initial  issues  were  a  very,  very  modest  start  in  the 
scrapbook  concept  direction,"  Hewitt  recalls.  "As  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  number  one  issue  consisted  of  just  eight  pages 
and  cover  with  the  printing  of  200  copies."  As  a  tribute  to 
its  25th  anniversary,  the  January  1960  Scrapbook  reprinted 
in  reduced  size  the  entire  contents  of  Volume  1,  No.  1, 
January  1935  edition. 

The  subscription  rate  of  the  first  issue  was  50  cents  for 
six  issues.  Then  it  was  distributed  free  of  charge  until  late 
in  1937.  The  Numismatic  Book  Shop  in  Chicago  was  the 
only  advertiser  in  the  first  issue!  The  editorial  content  con¬ 
sisted  of  a  feature  on  "Cents  of  1795,"  and  a  series  of  short 
items,  including  the  fact  that  the  mint  resumed  the  striking 
of  silver  dollars  in  1934.  Editor  Hewitt  also  printed  the  rumor 
that  the  Maryland  Tercentenary  Commission  had  sold  out 
the  entire  issue  of  the  Maryland  commemorative  half  dollar. 
He  also  advocated  collecting  overdated  coins  as  a  specialty. 

Hewitt  recalls  that  two  events  taking  place  about  the  time 


the  Scrapbook  was  founded  were  destined  to  change  the  en¬ 
tire  complexion  of  numismatics. 

In  1934  Congress  passed,  and  President  Roosevelt  signed 
a  bill  authorizing  the  Maryland  commemmorative  half 
dollar.  This  was  the  beginning  of  a  flood  of  similar 
authorizations  and  started  the  first  current  issue  boom, 
bringing  the  coin  investor  onto  the  scene. 

The  Numismatic  Scrapbook  was  caught  in  this  boom  and 
vaulted  into  the  status  of  a  trade  publication.  By  1937  the 
boom  was  going  full  blast.  New  clubs  were  being  organized 
and  existing  clubs  doubled  their  membership.  Wayte  Ray¬ 
mond  enjoyed  success  with  his  Standard  Catalogue  of  United 
States  Coins,  which  listed  different  issues  and  their  prices 
in  various  grades.  But  like  all  booms,  the  coin  market  ran 
its  course  early  in  1938,  Hewitt  recalls. 

But  the  second  major  event  which  took  place  was 
beginning  to  exert  its  influence  and  lay  the  groundwork  for 
the  then  present  emphasis  on  regular  current  coin  series.  This 
was  the  mass  distribution  of  the  "penny  board."  This  event 
happened  more  or  less  by  accident,  Hewitt  said.  Two  or 
three  persons  had  the  idea  for  the  "penny  board"  but  they 
tried  to  sell  their  product  in  coin  collector  circles  only  to 
find  the  numismatists  turning  up  their  noses  at  the  thought 
of  wasting  time  collecting  pocket  change.  It  wasn't  that  much 
more  expensive  to  collect  Uncirculated  or  Proof  coins,  pieces 
which  were  considered  to  be  in  the  proper  grade  worthy  of 
numismatic  interest. 

For  instance,  in  February  1935,  George  Andrews,  Colum¬ 
bus,  Ohio,  advertised  his  collection  of  133  small  cents,  1856 
through  1934,  all  in  Uncirculated  and  Proof  condition,  the 
entire  collection,  including  patterns  of  1858  and  1859,  for 
the  sum  of  only  $50. 

One  of  those  persons  with  the  idea  placed  an  order  for 
boards  with  the  Western  Printing  Company  but  failed  to 
take  delivery.  The  printing  company  was  stuck  with  the  job 
and  turned  it  over  to  its  subsidiary.  Whitman  Publishing 
Company,  for  disposal  as  surplus. 

Whitman  had  thousands  of  retail  outlets  for  its  regular 
line  of  books,  greeting  cards,  etc.,  and  "penny  boards"  were 
channeled  to  these  stores.  To  their  great  surprise  re-orders 
started  coming  in!  Coin  collecting  in  a  simple  and  inexpen¬ 
sive  manner  was  reaching  the  noncollecting  public. 

In  1938  the  commemorative  boom  was  fading  and  in¬ 
vestors  were  bowing  out  of  the  scene.  Genuine  collecting 
interest  had  rubbed  off  on  enough  investors,  plus  those  who 
were  graduating  to  "penny  boards,"  that  the  Numismatic 
Scrapbook  became  a  full-fledged  magazine.  The  subscrip¬ 
tion  was  now  $1  per  year,  and  the  1938  volume  consisted 
of  525  pages  plus  covers.  The  1939  volume  was  20%  larger, 
632  pages,  but  with  the  war  in  Europe,  numismatic  interest

s  i  remained  on  a  plateau  with  both  the  1940  and  1941  volume 
|  at  648  pages.  America's  entry  into  World  War  II  had  a  sharp, 
!  I  adverse  effect  on  the  Scrapbook— the  1942  volume  dropped 
[!  to  616  pages.  In  the  same  year  Lee  F.  Hewitt  took  a  dual 
!  role  and  became  editor  and  business  manager  of  The 
? ;  Numismatist,  in  addition  to  his  regular  Scrapbook  duty. 
This  was  an  emergency  procedure  until  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  officers  could  line  up  someone  for 
the  job.  And,  thanks  to  Hewitt,  The  Numismatist  came  right 
;  out  on  schedule!  Joseph  Coffin,  New  York  City,  associate 
editor  of  the  Scrapbook,  took  over  the  editorship  of  the  lat¬ 
ter  publication  while  Hewitt  devoted  his  primary  efforts  to 
'  serving  the  ANA  with  The  Numismatist. 

Before  too  many  months  passed,  along  came  a  boom  in 
coin  collecting.  In  1943  the  volume  of  the  Numismatic  Scrap¬ 
book  Magazine  climbed  to  808  pages;  in  1944  it  went  over 
the  1,000  page  mark.  At  this  point  the  Numismatic  Scrap¬ 
book  Magazine  began  to  be  known  as  the  Wall  Street  Jour¬ 
nal  of  the  coin  trade,  even  while  Editor  Hewitt  was  in  army 
service  in  World  War  II.  Recent  dates  in  current  coins  in 
rolls  and  gold  coins  were  the  rage.  This  boom  gathered 
momentum  and  carried  through  until  the  spring  of  1947. 
The  1947  volume  totaled  1,408  pages.  Just  as  in  the  case  of 
the  commemorative  boom  of  10  years  earlier,  the  gold  and 
roll  bubble  burst  in  1947,  bringing  an  exodus  of  speculators 
and  investors.  Numismatic  activity  settled  down  on  another 
plateau  for  four  years,  but  it  did  not  go  to  its  pre-boom  level 
until  the  1960s.  The  1948  through  1951  volumes  were 
between  1,072  and  1,176  pages  each. 

An  extensive  advertising  campaign  during  this  period  in 
publications  of  national  circulation  brought  more  readers 
to  the  magazine.  By  1953,  as  noted  in  the  general  introduc¬ 
tion  to  the  present  auction  catalogue,  the  Numismatic  Scrap¬ 
book  Magazine  reigned  supreme  on  the  numismatic  scene, 
a  position  it  was  to  hold  through  the  mid  1960s. 

Lee  F.  Hewitt  was  born  in  Keokuk,  Iowa  where  his  father 
was  a  dentist.  After  the  senior  Hewitt  graduated  from  den¬ 
tal  school,  he  did  a  hitch  as  an  army  dentist  before  entering 
private  practice.  He  served  in  Hawaii  and  the  Philippines 
where  he  accumulated  the  usual  "soldier's  coin  collection." 
He  gave  these  to  12-year-old  Lee  Hewitt,  and  thus  sparked 
his  interest  in  coin  collecting.  Lee's  father  died  when  he  was 
13,  followed  by  the  death  of  his  mother  when  he  was  15, 
so,  in  Lee's  words,  "I  had  to  start  making  money  early  in 
life."  During  his  high  school  days  Hewitt  worked  in  an  un¬ 
cle's  printing  plant  after  school,  and  a  theatre  in  the  evening, 
plus  a  couple  of  nights  a  week  playing  with  a  dance  band. 
"I  spent  most  of  my  money  on  girls  and  automobiles,  so 
there  wasn't  too  much  added  to  my  coin  collection  during 
school  years,"  Hewitt  confessed.  At  that  time  his  ambitions 
were  directed  toward  show  business. 

"There  were  lots  of  repertory  shows  under  tents  then,  and 


doubling  in  brass'  wasn't  too  bad  a  job,"  Hewitt  recalled. 
The  talking  movies  put  an  end  to  the  idea,  but  the  Chicago 
editor  said  he  did  troupe  one  season  with  a  circus  band 
before  he  went  to  Chicago  to  join  his  older  brother  in  the 
printing  business.  Hewitt's  first  private  publishing  venture 
was  connected  with  the  circus.  He  published  two  editions 
of  a  "Circus  Blue  Book."  These  are  now  quite  sought  after 
by  collectors  of  circus  material,  and  we  suspect  that  some 
of  our  numismatic  readers  who  are  bibliophiles  and  have 
an  eye  for  unusual  related  material  might  now  add  these  two 
editions  to  their  want  lists! 

By  that  time  Hewitt  was  19  years  old  and  started  back 
to  serious  coin  collecting.  He  bought  books  and  studied  them 
before  he  started  buying  coins.  "My  first  serious  collecting 
interest  was  in  die  varieties  of  large  cents,  and  I  published 
price  catalogues  on  them,"  Hewitt  recalled.  "Next  was  Hard 
Times  tokens,  and,  of  course,  I  published  a  price  catalogue 
on  that  series." 

A  small  hobby-swapping  magazine  called  the  Illinois 
Trader,  a  reprint  of  Crosby's  Coinage  of  1793,  Newlin's  Ear¬ 
ly  Half  Dimes,  and  some  other  odds  and  ends  preceded  the 
beginning  of  the  Numismatic  Scrapbook  Magazine. 

"In  the  early  days  when  the  magazine  wasn't  such  a  pro¬ 
ject,  I  had  time  to  do  a  few  special  items,"  Hewitt  said. 
"When  I  was  actively  collecting  pattern  coins,  I  produced 
a  price  catalogue  in  that  series  with  varieties  not  in  the  stan¬ 
dard  work  of  the  period  and  an  occasional  research  article 
like  "The  Early  Paper  Money  of  Iowa."  That  was  when  I 
was  active  in  the  obsolete  paper  money  field. 

"Of  course,  I'm  a  general  collector  in  the  strictest  sense. 
You  name  the  field,  and  I  probably  have  a  few  specimens 
from  ancient  on  up." 

In  the  1960s,  Lee  Hewitt  said,  "I  felt  that  the  editor  of  a 
numismatic  publication  should  have  a  general  knowledge 
about  all  phases  of  the  subject,  so  I  gave  up  die  varieties 
and  dates,  or  series  collecting  in  1935,  and  now  have  type 
coins  of  the  world  as  well  as  a  United  States  type  set  and 
other  pieces." 

Lee  Hewitt  was  there  when  it  happened.  He  was  on  the 
scene  during  the  evolutionary  years  of  the  coin  hobby  in 
America  as  we  know  it  today.  Any  detailed  biography  of 
this  illustrious  gentleman  would  note  his  acquaintance  and 
friendship  with  every  professional  from  the  1930s  onward, 
plus  involvement  with  the  Col.  Green  coins,  the  Virgil  Brand 
holdings,  and  other  legendary  properties.  Although  retired 
now  and  not  often  seen  at  numismatic  events,  Lee  F.  Hewitt 
puts  in  an  occasional  appearance,  much  to  the  delight  of 
all  who  know  him,  one  such  recent  appearance  being  to 
claim  his  gold  medal  awarded  by  the  ANA  for  50  years  of 
continuous  membership.

Minute  die  crack  at 
the  center  of  the  rings  at  the  reverse  right,  as  usual  (refer  to  the 
Newman  plate  coin).  Light  gray-silver  coloration.  Boldly  struck  with 
excellent  detail.  The  edge  is  superb  and  is  minutely  defined  in  all 
sectors.  A  very  handsome  specimen  of  one  of  the  great  classics  of 
early  American  coinage. 

The  reader  seeking  additional  information  is  urged  to  refer  to  The 
1776  Continental  Currency  Coinage,  by  Eric  P.  Newman,  published 
as  part  of  The  Coin  Collector's  Journal,  July-August,  1952,  as  well 
as  a  number  of  articles  by  the  same  author  in  The  Numismatist  in 
subsequent  years. 

Although  this  issue  has  traditionally  been  known  as  a  "dollar," 
as  numerous  pieces  were  struck  in  pewter  and  as  only  a  few  were 
made  in  silver,  it  has  been  theorized  that  the  pewter  pieces  may  have 
seen  service  as  a  smaller  denomination.  Another  thought  is  that  the 
piece  was  indeed  intended  as  a  dollar  and  was  simply  fiat  currency 
in  the  manner  that  contemporary  Continental  paper  money  (indeed, 
the  design  of  the  1776  Continental  "dollar"  is  derived  from  one  of 
the  paper  note  issues). 

As  a  class,  dollars  with  the  E.G.  FECIT  inscription  are  considerably 
scarcer  thay  those  without  (the  latter  being  Newman  obverse  1  and 
2  as  well  as  the  rare  4).  E.G.  FECIT  is  a  representation  for  "E.G. 
made  it."  The  identity  of  E.G.  has  been  the  subject  of  conjecture 
for  well  over  a  century,  with  Ephraim  Getz,  Elbridge  Gerry,  and 
Elisha  Gallaudet  (the  latter  advanced  by  Eric  P.  Newman)  being 
proposed.

Free  of  the  planchet  flaws  that  are  often  seen  on  this  issue, 
the  coin  here  offered  is  an  exceptional  specimen. 

Minted  under  authority  from  Congress,  the  1787  Fugio  copper 
is  truly  an  official  United  States  coin,  although  produced  by  private 
contract  (the  Philadelphia  Mint  was  still  a  dream  at  the  time). 


2006  1787  Connecticut.  Miller  33.15-r.l.  AU  or  better.  Glossy  lustrous 
light  brown  surfaces  with  a  tinge  of  mint  red  above  the  branch  arm 
on  the  reverse.  Some  traces  of  the  original  planchet  surface  ir¬ 
regularities  are  at  the  center  of  the  obverse  and  the  upper  part  of 
the  reverse. 

Draped  Bust  Left.  The  reverse  of  this  issue.  Miller's  r.l,  is  distinc¬ 
tive  in  two  characteristics.  The  B  in  ET  LIB  is  punched  over  a  cin¬ 
quefoil,  an  interesting  blunder.  In  the  branch  the  third  leaf  on  the 
left  is  disconnected  and  has  no  stem. 

While  this  is  not  a  rare  variety,  in  this  grade  the  piece  is  decided¬ 
ly  elusive. 


2007  1788  Connecticut.  Miller  2-D.  Mailed  Bust  Right.  Extremely  Fine. 
Medium  brown  planchet.  Well  centered  and  quite  attractive.  A  very 
special  example  of  one  of  the  "workhorse"  issues  of  1788,  a  piece 
which  occurs  with  some  frequency  (but  not  necessarily  in  a  condi¬ 
tion  as  high  as  this).

"Extremely  Fine-40.  Dark  brown  surfaces.  Some  trivial  planchet 
defects  on  reverse,  and  a  couple  of  edge  bumps.  A  superior  exam-

YORK  on  reverse.  Choice  Uncirculated,  prooflike.  Medium  brown 
coloration  with  hints  of  gunmetal  blue  iridescence.  A  few  flecks  are 
mentioned  for  accuracy,  but  are  scarcely  worth  notice.  An  outstand¬ 
ing  example  of  this  scarcer  date.  Not  at  all  easy  to  locate  in  this 
state  of  preservation.

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"Kittanning  Destroyed"  Medal  Dies 


2011  Pair  of  heavy  steel  dies,  19th  century,  for  the  Kittanning  Destroyed 
Medal,  a  copy  of  Betts  400.  Extremely  Fine  condition.  Well 
preserved. 

The  present  dies  are  believed  to  be  the  work  of  Thomas  Halli- 
day,  Birmingham  (England)  engraver  and  medallist.  Leonard  For- 
rer,  in  his  Biographical  Dictionary  of  Medallists,  notes  that  Halli- 
day  was  bom  about  1780  and  was  "established  in  Newhall  Street, 
Birmingham,  between  1810  and  1840,  or  thereabout...  Halliday  either 
engraved  dies  for  the  trade  or  engraved  and  manufactured  tokens 
and  medals  at  his  own  works  for  all  traders  who  wished  to  issue 
them...  Fie  had  a  number  of  apprentices,  among  whom  was  Peter 
Wyon,  father  of  the  celebrated  William  Wyon...  It  was  at  Halli- 
day's  that  William  Wyon  commenced  to  learn  the  art  of  die- 
engraving...  Besides  his  versatile  designs  found  on  19th-century 
tokens,  Halliday  executed  some  of  the  finest  racing,  truck,  society, 
and  school  tickets  which  are  to  be  found  handed  to  us  from  his  time. 
His  works  also  include  some  of  the  best  commemorative  medals  of 
national  and  personal  events,  including  reform,  anti-slavery 
resistance,  and  public  institution  medals.  Thomas  Halliday  was  a 
successful  man  who  quietly  did  his  work."  Forrer  then  described 
various  medals  of  the  period  1810-1854. 

Original  medals,  produced  circa  1756,  are  described  in  C.  Wyllys 
Betts'  American  Colonial  History  Illustrated  by  Contemporary 
Medals  as  Number  400:  "1756.  Obverse;  THE  GIFT  OF  THE  COR¬ 
PORATION  OF  THE  CITY  OF  PHILADELPHIA.  A  shield  blazoned 
quarterly...  These  are  believed  to  be  the  arms  formerly  used  by  the 
City  of  Philadelphia;  the  present  arms  are  quite  different.  Reverse: 
KITTANNING  DESTROYED  BY  COLL.  ARMSTRONG.  In  ex¬ 
ergue,  SEPTEMBER. 8. 1756.  Log  cabin  village  in  flames;  to  the  right 
a  river;  in  the  foreground  an  officer  accompanied  by  two  men  points 
to  a  soldier  firing  under  cover  of  a  tree;  an  Indian  falling  on  the 
bank  of  the  river  at  the  right.  Silver,  bronze  and  pewter.  Kittann¬ 


ing  was  an  Indian  village  on  the  Alleghany  River  45  miles  from 
Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  which  was  destroyed  in  the  French  and 
Indian  War  by  Colonel  Armstrong  of  Carlisle,  Pennsylvania.  Each 
of  the  commissioned  officers  in  the  engagement  received  one  of  these 
medals  in  silver.  The  dies  were  made  by  Edward  Duffield,  a 
watchmaker  at  Philadelphia,  and  are  now  in  the  United  States  Mint. 
Restrikes  have  been  made  in  bronze." 

According  to  noted  authority  John  J.  Ford,  Jr.,  there  are  two  pairs 
of  19th-century  copy  dies  for  the  Kittanning  Detroyed  medal.  One 
set,  the  set  offered  here,  is  believed  to  have  been  by  Halliday  in  Bir¬ 
mingham,  probably  prior  to  1840,  while  the  other  set  of  copy  dies 
was  made  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  circa  1874-1875.  The  consignor 
believes  the  pieces  to  date  from  "probably  the  1820s  or  the  1830s, 
possibly  just  a  little  earlier." 

While  original  impressions  from  the  1756  dies  engraved  by  Ed¬ 
ward  Duffield  come  on  the  market  from  time  to  time  (we  offered 
two  of  these  in  our  Garrett  Collection  sales,  refer  to  Lots  1950  and 
1951  of  our  sale  of  March  25-26,  1981,  impressions  in  silver),  many 
examples  offered  as  "originals"  over  the  years  have  been  from  the 
presently-offered  Halliday  dies.  An  examination  of  the  Garrett  plate 
coins  (pages  90  and  91  of  the  previously-cited  catalogue)  reveals 
numerous  minute  differences.  For  example,  on  the  originals  there 
is  a  prominent  curlicue  ending  under  OF,  while  on  the  copy  dies 
here  offered  the  curlicue  end  is  less  prominent  and  is  under  the  space 
between  the  OF  letters. 

Note:  John  J.  Ford  advised  the  cataloguer  that  originals  are  only 
known  in  silver,  contrary  to  the  Betts'  reference  which  states  that 
bronze  and  pewter  pieces  exist. 

A  museum-quality  pair  of  dies  which  will  be  an  important  addi¬ 
tion  to  an  advanced  collection  of  medals  or  an  educational  display.

Pleasing  1795  Half  Cent 


2012  1795  Plain  edge.  Punctuated  date.  Cohen-4.  Choice  AU-55  if  not 
MS-60.  Glossy  light  brown  surfaces.  The  obverse  is  very  well  de- 
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fined  as  usual.  The  reverse  exhibits  lightness  of  strike  at  the  center 
as  is  normal  for  this  variety. 

The  punctuated  date’’  featured  in  this  issue  is  the  result  of  a  slip 
of  the  engraver  s  chisel,  and  not  the  effect  of  a  blunder.  Half  cents 
of  this  early  era  are  decidedly  scarce  in  loftly  grades  such  as  this. 
Here  is  a  prize  that  will  be  appreciated  by  specialists  in  the  series 
as  well  as  type  set  collections  (the  latter  to  illustrate  the  Liberty  Cap 
type  with  Head  Facing  Right). 


2013  1797  C-2.  Plain  edge.  Choice  Very  Fine-30.  Tiny  planchet  flaw  at 
rim  (lower  right  side  of  the  obverse  and  the  corresponding  part  of 
the  reverse).  Medium  brown  surfaces.  This  variety  is  characterized 
by  the  exceedingly  long  denticles  or  toothlike  projections  surround¬ 
ing  the  obverse.  This  feature  and  the  small  head  give  the  coin  a  pleas¬ 
ing  cameo-like  appearance.  Another  delightful  coin  for  the  specialist 
and  type  set  collector  alike. 

2014  1828  13  stars.  MS-60  to  MS-63.  Deep  lustrous  glossy  brown  sur¬ 
faces  with  some  nascent  mint  lustre  in  the  protected  areas  of  the 
obverse.  Sharply  struck.  For  the  grade  an  exceptionally  satisfactory 
example  of  this  popular  date,  a  coin  that  would  look  just  right  in 
a  type  set. 

2015  1828  13  stars.  Choice  EF-45,  but  recolored  long  ago,  now  with  an 
orange-brown  surface. 

2016  Group  of  half  cents,  each  Choice  EF-45:  1853,  two  pieces  1854,  and 
1857,  the  latter  considered  to  be  a  scarce  date.  (Total:  4  pieces) 

2017  1855  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  This  piece  possesses  an 
abundance  of  original  mint  lustre.  The  obverse  is  a  mixture  of  about 
60  percent  mint  red  and  40  percent  light  brown,  while  the  reverse 
is  80  percent  or  better  original  red,  and  in  the  description  we  stress 
the  word  original.  Coins  of  this  calibre  are  a  fast-disappearing  com¬ 
modity  in  a  market  in  which  many  pieces  are  being  dipped  and 
cleaned.

Large  Cents 


The  following  lots  comprise  several  examples  of  the  highly 
prized  1793  date,  a  scattering  of  other  earlier  issues,  some 
interesting  groups  and  runs,  several  important  Condition 
Census  items,  and  some  desirable  pieces  for  date  or  type  sets. 

2019  Pair  of  1793  cents.  The  first  is  a  Chain  AMERI,  Sheldon-1,  in  Fair 
or  Poor  grade.  The  obverse  consists  of  a  shadow  of  the  outline  of 
the  head,  with  no  lettering  or  numerals  visible.  The  reverse  shows 
the  chain  device  rather  distinctly,  the  lettering  within  the  chain  light¬ 
ly,  and  the  peripheral  lettering  in  part.  The  reverse,  if  graded 
separately,  could  be  identified  as  About  Good-3;  the  second  piece 
is  a  1793  Wreath  cent,  S-8.  The  obverse  shows  the  outline  of  the 
head  and  part  of  the  sprig  below  the  neck.  The  reverse  shows  part 
of  the  outline  of  the  wreath  and  shadows  of  a  few  letters.  There 
are  some  scattered  surface  nicks  on  both  sides.  A  "filler"  pair  for 
the  type  set  collector.  (Total:  2  pieces) 


Sharp  1793  Chain  Cent 


2020  1793  Chain.  S-2.  About  Good  to  Good  obverse,  date  readable  (but! 

barely),  LIBERTY  readable  (and  sharp  except  for  the  first  letter),] 
eye  and  some  portrait  features  in  evidence.  The  reverse  is  VG-8  to  i  ; 
Fine-12.  Overall  the  coin  has  light  porosity  and  some  scattered  pits. 

A  piece  which  should  be  seen  prior  to  bidding.  A  scarce  and  popular- 
issue. 


2021  1793  Chain.  S-3.  The  Leaning  R  variety.  Obverse  is  EF-40,  Reverse 

is  AU-50.  The  obverse  is  sharp  except  for  the  very  center.  Some 
incused  outlines  of  links,  as  mentioned  by  Dr.  Sheldon,  are  seen 
in  front  of  the  mouth,  throat,  and  to  a  lesser  extent  under  the  neck. 
At  the  lower  left  rim  is  a  tiny  bruise.  The  reverse  is  superb  and  par¬ 
tially  lustrous.  The  magnifying  glass  reveals  a  few  tiny  scattered 
planchet  porosity  areas,  not  significant  to  discuss  in  detail.  Both 
obverse  and  reverse  are  medium  glossy  brown  coloration. 

Among  1793  Chain  coppers,  this  is  not  a  rare  variety,  but  among 
the  general  class  of  United  States  copper  coin  design  types,  the  Chain 
motif  is  certainly  one  of  the  most  desired.  Here  is  a  first-class  large 
cent  which  will  appeal  both  to  the  advanced  specialist  and  to  the 
discriminating  type  set  collector. 
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022  1793  Wreath.  S-8.  VG-8  overall,  but  more  explanation  is  necessary: 

The  obverse  actually  has  the  sharpness  of  VF-20,  but  scattered  ex¬ 
tensive  areas  of  porosity,  ancient  in  character  and  fairly  well  blended 
in  with  the  background,  dictate  a  lower  overall  classification.  The 
date,  lettering,  and  other  features  are  of  the  sharpness  of  a  Very 
Fine  coin.  The  reverse  on  its  own  grades  Fine- 12  or  finer,  but  the 
characteristic  bulge,  caused  by  a  break  extending  nearly  straight 
across  the  coin  from  the  first  T  of  STATES  to  the  last  A  of 
AMERICA,  has  caused  the  first  two  letters  of  CENTS  at  the  center 
to  be  worn  away.  Like  the  obverse,  the  reverse  exhibits  porosity. 
In  person  the  piece  is  quite  pleasing  and  is  undoubtedly  worth  more 
than  the  VG-8  grade  suggests. 


Condition  Census  1793  Wreath  Cent 


1023  1793  Wreath.  S-10.  The  "Injured  Rim"  variety,  so-called  from  an 

irregularity  always  seen  in  the  right  obverse  field  in  the  beading  and 
in  the  field  immediately  to  the  left  of  it.  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45, 
a  Condition  Census  coin.  Glossy  brown  surfaces  characterize  the 
obverse,  while  the  reverse  is  a  mixture  of  brick  red  and  brown,  with 
the  red  almost  appearing  to  be  "painted  on."  Although  the  piece 
does  not  appear  to  have  been  cleaned  in  any  way,  the  reverse  red 
appears  to  be  a  pigment  added  later,  perhaps  during  its  rather  limited 
experience  in  circulation.  We  recommend  that  prospective  bidders 
check  this  feature  out  for  themselves,  for  it  is  difficult  to  describe 
in  print.  The  aesthetic  appeal  of  the  coin  is  considerable,  and  perhaps 
we  are  implying  a  perjorative  characteristic  by  discussing  it  at  length, 
but  the  feature  is  indeed  unusual.  On  the  reverse  rim  above  NI  is 
the  faintest  whisper  of  an  edge  bump,  and  a  few  other  truly  trivial 
marks  can  be  seen  here  and  there.  All  in  all  the  piece  strongly  merits 
the  EF-45  grade,  while  the  obverse  on  its  own  may  indeed  approach 
AU-50. 

The  Condition  Census  is  65-60-50-45-40-40,  placing  the  present 
coin  just  about  in  the  middle.  S-10  is  scarcer  than  previously  sup¬ 
posed,  and  recently  the  rarity  rating  has  been  raised  from  the  earlier 
R-4  designation  to  the  present  R-5. 

Here  is  an  important  opportunity  for  the  large  cent  specialist. 


2024  1794  S-22.  The  "Bent  Lock"  variety,  Maris'  Large  Planchet  variety. 
Value-wise,  worth  in  the  Fine-15  to  VF-20  range,  but  from  an  ac¬ 
tual  wear  viewpoint,  at  least  EF-40  if  not  better.  The  piece  possesses 
a  full  sharpness  of  EF-40,  but  porosity  and  minute  pitting  cover  the 
fields,  thus  necessitating  the  lower  grade  mentioned.  Here  is  another 
piece  for  which  we  recommend  in-person  examination,  for  three  dif¬ 
ferent  viewers  are  apt  to  have  three  different  opinions  concerning 
grade  and  ultimate  value. 

2025  1794  S-42.  Fine-12  to  Fine-15.  Lightly  impressed  date  and,  as  is 
characteristic,  light  OF  on  reverse.  Medium  brown  surfaces  with 
microscopic  granularity.  For  the  grade  a  pleasing  example  of  an  issue 
for  which  the  Condition  Census  is  not  that  far  distant  (with  the  lower 
range  of  the  Condition  Census  being  VF-20). 


2026  1794  S-44.  The  Short  Bust  variety.  Very  Fine-30,  with  the  obverse 

challenging  EF-40,  but  with  some  edge  marks,  a  prominent  but  small 
scrape  mark  in  the  field  near  the  pole,  and,  on  the  reverse,  some 
microscopic  pin  scratches.  Medium  brown  surfaces. 


2027  1794  S-59.  Thick  Hair,  wide  date.  Left  side  of  ribbon  bow  double 

cut.  Very  Fine-20  obverse,  Choice  EF-30  reverse.  Light  brown  sur¬ 
faces.  A  coin  which  closely  brushes  the  Condition  Census,  whose 
lower  terminus  is  VF-30. 


2028  1794  S-63.  The  famous  Fallen  4  variety.  Choice  VF-30  but  with  a 
couple  of  reverse  edge  marks  and  with  some  planchet  porosity  on 
the  reverse.  The  whole  piece  may  have  been  lightly  burnished  many 
decades  ago.  Now  it  is  a  pleasing  medium  to  light  brown  colora¬ 
tion.  This  obverse  is  one  of  the  most  famous  and  distinctive  of  all 
1794  cents,  being  called  the  Drunken  Diecutter's  obverse  by  Clapp. 
Sheldon  denotes  it  as  "one  of  the  famous  numismatic  landmarks." 
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2029  1794  S-71  Fine-12.  Steel-gray  surfaces  with  some  suggestions  of 
black  The  reverse  has  a  few  scattered  pinpricks. 

2030  Pair  of  1795  cents:  S-75,  lettered  edge.  VG-8.  Extensive  rim  marks 
and  some  surface  porosity.  Medium  brown.  Sharp  features;  S-78, 
plain  edge.  Good-4  obverse.  About  Good-3  reverse.  (Total:  2  pieces)

2031  1795  S-78.  Plain  edge.  ONE  CENT  centered.  Select  Uncirculated, 

MS-63.  Rich  glossy  brown  surfaces.  Three  trivial  areas  of  darker 
color,  minute,  are  on  the  obverse.  A  superb  specimen  for  the  type 
set  collector  or  for  the  large  cent  specialist.  Although  S-78  is  not 
a  great  rarity  in  this  condition,  still  present  market  offerings  tend 
to  be  few  and  far  between.  The  aesthetic  appeal  of  this  issue  in  high 
grade  has  attracted  many  collectors,  with  Dr.  Sheldon  noting  that 
S-78  is  "a  coin  of  great  beauty  and  perhaps  responsible  for  an  early 
interest  in  cents  on  the  part  of  more  discriminating  people  than  one 
or  two." 


Uncirculated  1796  Cent 


2032  1796  S-119.  Draped  Bust.  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  Glossy  surfaces. 
Some  granularity  of  the  original  planchet  surface  is  visible  under 
magnification  and  is  not  to  be  confused  with  granularity  caused  by 
later  atmospheric  conditions.  A  classic  piece  probably  from  the 
famous  Nichols  Hoard. 

Note:  An  interesting  dissertation  concerning  the  Nichols  "find" 
appears  on  pages  189-190  of  Penny  Whimsy,  which  notes  in  part: 

"Sometime  before  1863  there  was  dispersed  a  quantity  of  Mint 
State  1796  and  1797  cents,  probably  numbering  as  many  as  1,000 
in  all,  which  are  traced  to  a  bag  brought  in  December  1797  from 
the  Mint  to  his  daughters  by  Benjamin  Goodhue,  formerly  of  the 
Continental  Congress.  The  name  of  the  Nichols  Find  was  attached 
to  these  coins  in  the  1860s  and  apparently  rises  from  the  fact  that 
they  were  the  property  of  the  Nichols  family  at  the  time  of  their 
disposal  to  collectors,  perhaps  just  prior  to  1863.  According  to  the 
report,  David  Nichols  of  Gallows  Hill,  near  Salem,  Massachusetts, 
passed  them  out  at  face  value..." 

2033  Trio  of  early  cents:  two  specimens  1796  Liberty  Cap,  Good-4  and 
VG-8;  1797  S-121  (reverse  of  '96),  gripped  edge.  About  Good-3. 
(Total:  3  pieces) 


2034  1797  S-120d.  Gripped  edge.  Choice  Very  Fine-30  with  the  reverse 
approaching  EF-40.  Dark  brown  surfaces.  Prominent  gripped  edgaj  I 
feature.  A  sharp  and  pleasing  specimen  of  this  popular,  curious, 
and  unexplained  (so  far  as  the  gripping  is  concerned)  issue. 

2035  Group  of  early  cents,  including  some  interesting  varieties:  1798/3 
overdate,  about  Good-3;  1798  VG-8;  1800  over  79  Good-4;  180C  I 
normal  date,  VG-8,  some  porosity  and  marks;  1801  famous  Threa  I 
Errors  reverse,  VG-8,  lacquered,  approaches  Fine-12;  another  1801 
Three  Errors,  About  Good-3;  1801  VG-8;  1802  stemless,  VG-8;  anqi 
1802  normal  dies,  Good-4.  Each  with  medium  to  dark  brown  sur¬ 
faces.  An  interesting  group.  (Total:  9  pieces) 

2036  1799  S-189.  Good-4.  Medium  light  brown  surfaces.  An  attractive!  ) 
example  for  the  grade.  A  classic  date  among  large  cents. 

2037  Group  of  cents:  1801  Error  fraction,  S-223,  Fine-15  or  better,  very,  I 
late  die  state  of  obverse;  1802  VF-20,  burnished  decades  ago;  1803- 
"Mumps"  variety,  small  date,  small  fraction  (S-247),  Fine-12  but;  I 
with  scratches  in  obverse  field;  1803  Small  date,  large  fraction,  two:  I 
pieces,  Fine-12  to  VF-20;  1803  Large  date  and  fraction,  Fine-12;  1803; 
Stemless  wreath,  Fine-12,  scratched;  1809,  Scarce  date,  S-280,  VG-8, 
porous.  (Total:  8  pieces)

cleaned,  touched,  or  treated  in  any  way. 

A  Condition  Census  coin,  in  the  middle  of  the  65-65-60-60-50-50 
Condition  Census.  A  new  discovery  for  modem  cents  enthusiasts 
(as  are  nearly  all  of  the  other  early  cents  presented  in  this  catalogue 
and  the  accompanying  Emery-Nichols  Collections  catalogue),  and, 
as  such,  a  welcome  addition  to  the  elite  population  of  higher  grade 
large  cents.

2040  1803  Cent  counterstamped  with  TS,  the  latter  letter  crudely  executed, 

in  a  prepared  heart-shaped  punch  with  crenellated  borders,  stamped 
in  an  inverted  position  on  the  obverse  of  the  coin.  An  unusual  and 
rare  counterstamp,  possibly  indicating  a  provisional  use.  The  writer, 
who  is  engaging  in  research  in  the  field  of  counterstamped  large  cents, 
believes  that  all  such  stamps  were  issued  for  a  specific  purpose,  not 
necessarily  for  a  purpose  related  to  large  cents  but  in  another  direc¬ 
tion  —  perhaps  the  stamp  on  some  type  of  a  metallic  wrought  item. 
The  presently-offered  counterstamp  is  the  first  seen  of  the  variety 
and  is  quite  unusual.  The  cent  itself  is  in  Poor  grade,  but  the 
counterstamped  portion  is  Fine.

Glossy  light  brown  surfaces 
with  tinges  of  original  mint  orange  are  highlighted  by  scattered 
darker  hues  on  the  cheek,  bust,  and  certain  other  higher  areas.  The 
cheek  shows  some  evidence  of  contact  when  viewed  under  magnifica¬ 
tion,  probably  from  other  cents  in  a  keg.

Small  Cents 

On  today's  market  flying  eagle,  Indian,  and  Lincoln  cents 
have  been  overlooked.  This  is  for  a  variety  of  reasons:  first, 
the  penchant  for  cleaning  and  dipping  has  destroyed  many 
otherwise  nice  AU  and  Uncirculated  coins,  with  the  result 
that  a  person  ordering  pieces  is  apt  to  find  that  a  coin 
described  as  "Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65"  has  the 
brilliance  by  virtue  of  cleaning.  While  dipping  and  clean¬ 
ing  do  not  adversely  effect  silver  and  gold  coins  if  done 
properly  (although  we  prefer  that  such  not  be  done  at  all), 
there  is  no  way  that  a  copper  or  bronze  coin  can  be  cleaned 
with  the  result  that  it  is  improved.  Sometimes  the  improve¬ 
ment  may  seem  to  be  such,  but  a  year  or  two  later  the  coin 
will  appear  quite  unnatural.  The  second,  because  copper  and 
bronze  are  chemically  active  metals,  there  are  simply  fewer 
truly  Select  Uncirculated  and  Choice  Uncirculated  pieces 
around  than  there  are  in  certain  other  series.  Third,  copper 
coins  have  been  largely  ignored  by  investment  advisory 
services  and  others,  who  seem  to  prefer  silver  and  gold  coins, 
due  to  their  intrinsic  values  (but  it  really  doesn't  make  much 
difference,  for  example,  what  the  intrinsic  value  of  a  $1,000 
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silver  dollar  is— for  who  is  going  to  melt  it  down!).  For  these 
reasons  and  more,  copper  coins  have  been  overlooked.  As 
such,  there  may  be  an  opportunity  for  the  astute  bidder  and 
buyer. 

This  offering  includes  many  interesting  pieces  among  In¬ 
dian  and  Lincoln  cents  in  particular.

A  superbly  struck  coin  with  coruscating  mint  frost,  probably 
a  piece,  or  at  least  similar  to  pieces  from  a  small  hoard  of  a  few 
dozen  examples  owned  by  Harold  Macintosh  (of  Tatham  Stamp 
and  Coin  Company,  Springfield,  Massachusetts)  in  the  1950s,  a 
group  long  since  dispersed.

Iridescent  toning,  ranging  in  intensity 
from  light  at  the  centers  to  medium  at  the  borders.  A  pleasing 
specimen  of  the  first  year  that  Liberty  Seated  Proof  quarters  were 
generally  available  to  the  public.  Just  80  specimens  are  believed  to 
have  been  coined. 

The  obverse  displays  numerous  lint  marks,  which  were  caused 
by  wiping  the  die  with  a  rag  which  left  threads  attached  to  the  face 
of  the  die.  Were  it  not  for  these  lint  marks,  which  were  on  the  coin 
when  it  was  made  and  which  really  should  not  affect  the  grading, 
we  would  nominate  it  for  Proof-63  to  Proof-65  status.  During  the 
period  of  Liberty  Seated  Proof  production,  it  was  often  the  instance 
that  little  care  was  given  to  producing  pieces  which  were  excellent 
examples  of  their  kind.  Numerous  evidences  of  carelessness  can  be 
found  throughout  the  general  area  of  Proof  coinage  of  this  time  span, 
as  Walter  Breen  notes  in  his  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  Proof 
Coins. 

2180  1859  Proof-60  to  Proof-63.  Attractive  iridescent  toning.  Kept  from 
a  higher  classification  by  some  hairlines  in  the  field.

A  distinguished  run  of  Proof  Liberty  Seated  quarter 
dollars  from  1858  onward  sets  the  tone  for  a  nice  offering 
d f  this  denomination.  For  the  type  or  date  set  collector,  the 
Standing  Liberty  quarters  will  be  of  interest  as  well. 

We  stress  that  today's  market  offers  many  opportunities 
I  for  the  astute  collector  and  investor.  In  many  instances  price 
levels  are  substantially  less  than  they  were  a  few  years  ago. 

!  Historically,  the  long-term  trend  of  coin  prices  has  been  up¬ 
ward,  punctuated  by  valleys  among  peaks.  A  survey  of  past 
:  price  performance  of  just  about  any  regular  United  States 
(issue  you  can  name  will  show  that  the  best  time  to  buy  is 
fwhen  the  market  is  "quiet."  Well,  the  market  is  not  exactly 
:  quiet  now,  but  the  price  level,  as  noted,  is  lower.  The  specter 
of  the  budget  deficit,  which  runs  to  hundreds  of  billions  of 
dollars,  makes  it  virtually  assured  that  inflation  will  become 
rampant  once  again,  and  when  it  does  it  probably  will  be 
the  case  that  "hard"  items — tangibles  and  collectibles — will 
"take  off"  once  again  in  the  marketplace.  By  that  time  to¬ 
day's  opportunities  will  be  nothing  but  wistful  memories  in 
the  pages  of  a  catalogue  featuring  a  sale  that  has  already 
been  held.

Brilliant  at  the  centers  with  suggestions  of 
light  gold  at  the  borders.  A  few  stray  lines  keep  this  from  the  Proof-67 
classification.  Certainly  this  is  one  of  the  finest  examples  of  the  200 
or  so  survivors.  Walter  Breen  observes  that  although  the  Mint  states 
that  1,000  Proofs  were  struck,  just  542  actually  saw  release.  The 
rest  were  melted. 

The  desirability  of  Proof  Liberty  Seated  quarters  for  type  set 
purposes — Liberty  Seated  quarters  of  the  pre-1866  years — can  be 
stated  by  looking  at  the  numbers.  From  1858  through  1865  inclusive, 
the  years  without  motto  on  the  reverse,  there  are  only  eight  years 
represented,  and  some  of  these  years  have  very  low  mintages.  On 
the  other  hand,  from  1866  through  1891,  the  years  with  the  motto 
IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  on  the  reverse,  there  are  25  distinct  coins 
represented  (not  including  the  1873  with-arrows  or  the  1874  with- 
arrows).  In  other  words,  from  a  type  collecting  viewpoint,  quarters 
of  the  1858-1865  years  are  more  than  three  times  rarer  than  those 
of  the  1866-1891  years!  And  yet  the  market  does  not  at  all  reflect 
this.  Such  a  situation  points  out  the  opportunities  which  await  the 
astute  buyer. 

2182  1861  Proof-60  to  Proof-63.  Mottled  iridescent  toning,  especially 
around  the  borders,  with  light  gold  predominating.  An  "economy" 
Proof  for  the  collector  who  does  not  want  to  pay  substantially  more 
for  a  Proof-63  or  Proof-65  example. 

2183  1862  Select  Proof-63.  Beautiful  light  lilac  toning  at  the  centers  chang¬ 
ing  to  light  blue  at  the  borders.  A  very  attractive  specimen  of  an 
issue  of  which  just  550  Proofs  were  made. 

2184  1863  Proof-60  or  finer.  Light  gold  at  the  center  changes  to  deeper 
gold  and  then  iridescent  blue  at  the  borders. 

Note:  As  investors  have  been  scurrying  for  Proof-65  (and  MS-65) 
coins,  the  market  has  neglected  some  in  the  lower  condition  ranges. 
However,  a  Proof-60  Liberty  Seated  quarter,  for  example,  possesses 
the  same  design,  the  same  sharpness,  often  the  same  aesthetic  ap¬ 
peal  (especially  if  it  is  attractively  toned),  and  many  other 
characteristics  of  a  higher  grade  piece,  and  yet  a  Proof-60  piece  costs 
much  less.  Considering  that  we  have  some  pieces  to  offer  in  this 
present  section  of  the  catalogue,  why  not  think  about  adding  some 
to  your  collection.  Your  checkbook  balance  will  be  the  beneficiary!

A  piece  which  has  seen 
some  mishandling  but  which  is  still  quite  attractive.  First  year  with 
IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  on  the  reverse. 

2188  1867  Proof-67.  Very  close  to  Proof-65.  Beautifully  iridescent  ton¬ 
ing  around  the  borders  makes  this  one  of  the  nicest  surviving  ex¬ 
amples  of  this  date. 

2189  1868  Proof-60.  Steel  gray  toning.  A  very  pleasing  specimen. 

Note:  From  the  viewpoint  of  business  strikes  (we  realize  that  the 
pieces  offered  in  this  section  are  Proofs,  however),  Philadelphia  Mint 
Liberty  Seated  quarters  of  this  era  are  far  rarer  than  are  dimes  or 
half  dollars.  Even  pieces  in  Very  Fine,  Extremely  Fine,  and  AU  con¬ 
dition  are  seldom  encountered.  In  fact,  it  is  probably  the  case  that 
more  Proofs  come  on  the  market  than  do  EF  or  AU  coins.  Accord- 
ingiy,  the  Proof-60  1868  quarter  offered  here,  and  numerous  other 
Proofs  in  this  section  rated  in  the  Proof-60  to  Proof-63  category, 
represent  an  excellent  basic  value,  for  the  coins  are  scarce  as  dates.

Light  lilac  toning  on  the  obverse  changes  to 
hints  of  blue  at  the  border.  On  the  reverse  the  surfaces  are  mostly 
brilliant  with  just  a  wisp  of  gold  at  the  edge.  Still  another  very 
desirable  date  from  an  overall  mintage  viewpoint. 

1881  Proof-55.  A  Proof  with  some  friction  and  with  cloudy  sur¬ 
faces,  a  piece  which  has  seen  some  mishandling.  Quite  desirable  as 
a  date. 


1882  Proof-63.  A  superb-appearing  coin  with  delicate  light  toning 
around  the  borders.  A  splendid  specimen  of  another  highly  prized 
date.

12374  1892-0  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Lovely  original  lustre 
and  virtually  marie  free  surfaces.  The  normal  softness  in  strike  is 
present  above  Miss  Liberty's  ear  and  on  the  eagle's  breast.  A  very 
attractive  coin  and  one  which  would  fit  nicely  into  any  high  grade 
Morgan  dollar  collection. 

§2375  1892-S  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  A  very  sharply  struck  exam¬

with  superb  mint  lustre  remaining.  Pale  russet  toning  beginning  to 
form  on  the  obverse.  One  of  the  more  popular  dates  with  the  Morgan 
dollar  collector  because  of  its  low  reported  mintage  figure  of  389,792 
pieces.

2379  1893-S  Choice  AU-55.  This  issue  is  considered  to  be  the  rarest  ob¬ 
tainable  business  strike  Morgan  dollar.  Only  100,000  coins  were 
struck.  The  vast  majority  have  met  the  fate  of  the  melting  pot  dur¬ 
ing  the  early  years  of  this  century.  As  such,  the  offering  of 
outstanding  nearly  Mint  State  condition  examples,  such  as  this,  are 
an  event  when  offered  at  public  auction.  Worthy  of  note  is  the  fact 
that  only  about  two  dozen  Mint  State  examples  are  known,  and 
when  offered,  their  prices  are  astronomical  (they  have  changed  hands 
for  prices  in  excess  of  $100,000). 

The  offered  specimen  is  as  close  to  Mint  State  as  is  obtainable, 
without  having  to  pay  upwards  of  $15,000.  Just  the  slightest  bit  of 
friction  is  evident  under  strong  magnification  on  Liberty's  cheek  and 
the  highest  breast  feathers  of  the  eagle.  Immaculate  fields  display 
a  somewhat  reflective  appearance,  though  this  specimen  has  been 
expertly  dipped  at  one  time.  As  with  most  surviving  dollars  of  this 
date,  the  strike  is  exceptional.  It  is  far  superior  to  the  run-of-the- 
mill  commercial  About  Uncirculated  1893-S  Morgan  dollars  which 
appear  from  time  to  time,  and  would  fit  nicely  into  any  high  grade 
date  collection  of  silver  dollars.  Truly,  it  is  a  delightful  specimen 
of  this  famous  rarity. 


2380  1894  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  Frosty  surfaces,  which  are 

remarkably  devoid  of  significant  marks  in  the  fields.  Well  struck, 
with  the  breast  feathers  of  the  eagle  especially  so.  If  not  for  a  few 
light  slide  marks  on  Liberty's  cheek,  a  higher  Mint  State  status  would 
be  applied.  This  date,  like  the  1893-S,  has  an  extremely  low  min¬ 
tage  (110,972  coins). 


2381  1894-S  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60/63.  Well  struck.  Marvelous¬ 

ly  toned  at  the  periphery  in  deep  hues  of  russet,  electric  blue,  and 
gold,  with  frosty  mint  lustre  at  the  centers.  It  is  a  breathtakingly 
beautiful  specimen  of  this  important  (and  underrated)  San  Francisco 
issue.  The  obverse  exhibits  the  usual  number  of  contact  marks  on 
Liberty's  cheek,  though  none  is  notably  detracting  to  the  overall 
beauty  of  this  coin.  Traces  of  semi-prooflike  surfaces  highlight  the 
reverse,  and  surface  marks  are  minimal,  prompting  us  to  place  the 
reverse  side  of  the  coin  into  a  higher  classification.

1893-CC  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60  or  better  obverse.  Choice 
Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65  reverse.  Beautiful  semi-prooflike  sur¬ 
faces  on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse.  A  small  area  of  vivid  russet 
peripheral  toning  is  present  on  either  side  and  through  the  date  area. 
The  normal  softness  in  strike  is  visible  above  Miss  Liberty's  ear  and 
on  the  eagle's  breast.  The  obverse  has  the  usual  abrasions  and  scuff 
marks  normally  associated  with  this  date,  while  the  reverse  is  vir¬ 
tually  mark  free.

Lovely  frosty  surfaces 
enhanced  by  a  trace  of  gold  toning.  A  scarce  issue  in  this  high  grade. 
Another  very  low  mintage  year  of  only  300,000  and  very  popular 
with  the  collectors  of  this  series.

2382  1895  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63.  Fully  lustrous.  Deeply  reflective  fields 

contrast  with  lightly  frosted  devices.  Hairlines  are  minimal.  Few  sur¬ 
viving  specimens  could  equal  this  treasure. 

It  is  well  known  that  this  date  is  considered  to  be  a  Proof-only 
emission  (880  coins),  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  Treasury  records  in¬ 
dicate  a  mintage  of  12,000  business  strikes.  All  of  these  are  believed 
to  have  been  melted  in  the  second  decade  of  this  century  as  a  result 
of  the  Pittman  Act  of  1918.  Under  this  Congressional  order 
270,232,722  silver  dollars  were  melted,  including  large  caches  which 
were  being  held  in  Treasury  Department  vaults.  Today,  the  1895 
Morgan  dollar  is  considered  to  be  the  "king"  of  the  series.  Examples 
attract  intense  bidding  action  whenever  offered  at  auction. 


2383  1895-S  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Close  to  MS-65  grade 
status.  Traces  of  reflective  fields  are  present  around  the  devices,  with 
the  majority  of  the  surfaces  possessing  lovely  original  mint  frost. 
The  strike  is  superior  to  most,  though  some  weakness  is  evident  at 
the  hair  above  Liberty's  ear  and  at  the  highest  breast  feathers  of  the 
eagle.  Only  400, OCX)  coins  of  this  date  were  struck. 

2384  1896  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Lovely  golden  toning 
surrounds  the  periphery,  over  pleasing  mint  frost.  Liberty's  cheek 
is  unusually  clean,  though  there  are  a  few  contact  marks  in  the 
obverse  field  below  her  chin.  The  reverse  fields  are  immaculate. 

2385  1896-S  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63/65.  Blazing  mint 
brilliance  glistens  over  an  unusually  sharp  strike.  A  few  scattered 
bagmarks  are  present  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse  surfaces  are 
notably  devoid  of  marks  and  are  worthy  of  MS-65  grade.  This  date 
is  scarce  in  this  superlative  condition,  and  at  today's  price  levels 
is  an  excellent  value.

Well 
struck.  Another  scarce  issue  in  higher  Mint  State  classifications. 

2394  1902  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63/65.  Close  to  MS-65, 
though  the  obverse  displays  a  few  too  many  light  contact  marks. 
Well  struck  for  this  date.  Pleasing  mint  brilliance. 

2395  1902-0  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Prooflike.  Fully 
brilliant.  Sharply  struck.  Criss-crossing  striae  are  present  in  the 
reverse  fields,  not  to  be  confused  with  hairlines  which  often  plague 
coins  with  reflective  fields. 

2396  1902-S  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Light  toning  surrounds 
the  periphery,  over  subtle  mint  frost.  The  strike  is  better  than  most, 
though  some  softness  is  present  over  Liberty's  ear  and  the  eagle's 
breast  feathers,  as  is  always  the  case  with  this  issue.  Mintage  was 
just  over  1  Vi  million.  Few  of  these  have  escaped  the  melting  pot 
or  circulation. 

2397  1903  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  A  borderline  MS-67.  Well 
struck.  Full  original  mint  brilliance.  The  fields  are  slightly  reflec¬ 
tive.  A  popular  date  due  to  the  overall  high  quality  which  can  be 
obtained.  This  specimen  is  one  of  the  best. 

2398  1903  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Another  outstanding 
specimen,  fully  equal  to  the  previously  offered  lot.  A  few  tiny  con¬ 
tact  marks  are  present  at  the  eagle's  breast  and  right  wing,  other¬ 
wise  this  specimen  would  approach  MS-67. 

2399  1903-0  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Full  mint  frost.  Well 
struck.  This  popular  issue  was  considered  to  be  one  of  the  rarest 
(and  most  valuable)  dates  of  the  series  until  the  early  1960s.  At  that 
time  quantities  were  discovered  in  Treasury  vaults  where  they  had 
remained  since  their  time  of  issue.  Prices  plummeted,  and  the  so- 
called  "Great  Silver  Dollar  Rush"  was  on,  with  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  primarily  New  Orleans  dated  coins  of  the  early  1900s 
surfacing. 

Note:  The  U.S.  government  profited  little  from  the  release  of  this 
silver  dollar  cache,  though  a  few  "insider"  coin  dealers  profited  great¬ 
ly.  When  the  Carson  City  silver  dollars  were  released  in  the 
mid-1970s,  the  General  Service  Administration  got  smart,  and  went 
into  the  rare  coin  business.  In  doing  so,  tens  of  millions  of  dollars 
of  profit  was  made  due  to  clever  packaging  and  marketing 
techniques.

2400  1903-S  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Normal  mintmark. 
Well  struck.  Pale  hues  of  gold  and  sky  blue  cover  frosty  surfaces. 
Contact  marks  are  minimal.  Here  is  another  issue  which,  in  spite 
of  a  moderate  mintage,  is  a  rarity  in  higher  Mint  State  classifications.

2401  1904  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Deeply  toned.  Shades  of  smoky  gray 
and  pale  gold  are  dominant  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse  exhibits 
colors  in  vivid  hues  of  russet,  blue,  yellow,  and  green.  A  tiny  lint 
mark  is  on  Liberty's  cheek,  well  concealed  beneath  the  toning.

1904.

Traces  of  reflective  fields  are  evident,  though  they 
do  not  have  the  depth  necessary  to  place  this  lovely  coin  in  the 
Prooflike  category.

Put  away  many  years  ago,  a  number  of  the 
specimens  display  attractive  toning  of  a  quality  seldom  seen 
today. 


Superb  1921  Peace  Dollar 


1921  Peace  dollar.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Immaculate 
surfaces.  The  strike  is  far  superior  to  most,  with  some  weakness 
(as  nearly  always)  at  the  hair  curls  which  cover  Miss  Liberty's  ear. 
Deep  toning  in  shades  of  russet,  blue,  green,  red,  and  yellow  sur¬ 
rounds  the  obverse  rim.  The  reverse  exhibits  light  golden  peripheral 
toning.  The  centers  of  both  sides  are  fully  lustrous.  It  is  one  of  the 
finest  1921  Peace  dollars  in  existence  and  is  a  sight  to  behold. 

This  design,  by  noted  sculptor  and  medalist  Anthony  De  Fran- 
cisci,  was  struck  in  high  relief.  The  method  of  manufacture  was  found 
to  be  impractical  for  coinage  (it  seems  nothing  was  learned  follow¬ 
ing  the  failure  of  the  beautiful  Roman  numeral  date  $20  gold  coin 
of  1907).  In  1922,  the  design  was  modified  and  the  relief  was  lowered 
to  a  more  useable  level.  However,  this  important  first  year  of  issue 
remains  as  one  of  America's  classic  coin  designs,  with  an  appearance 
to  which  no  later  date  can  be  compared  for  overall  beauty. 


2416  1924  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Well  struck.  Here  i«| 

another  magnificent  Peace  dollar.  Light  multicolored  pastel  hueJI 
overlay  immaculate  fields.  The  eye  appeal  of  this  treasure  is  second! 
to  none. 


2417  1924-S  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Blazing  mint  brilliance 
complements  deeply  toned  edges  with  traces  of  iridescence  on  the 
obverse.  The  strike  is  very  good,  although  the  reverse  feather  detail 
is  a  bit  soft,  especially  on  the  eagle's  leg.  Surface  marks  are  minimal. 
Seldom  does  a  truly  superior  specimen  of  this  issue  appear  on  the 
market.

Well  struck.  It  is  doubtful  that  an  original  bag  of  1,000  coins  could 
yield  more  than  a  few  examples  of  this  calibre.  Perfect  for  a  carefully 
assembled  type  set. 

2419  1925-S  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63/65.  Traces  of  golden 
toning  surround  the  peripheries,  over  full  mint  brilliance.  The  strike 
is  a  trifle  soft  at  the  centers,  a  circumstance  which  must  be  reckoned 
with  if  you  are  pursuing  an  example  of  this  elusive  issue.  Surface 
marks  are  minimal,  and  as  such,  this  specimen  possesses  lovely  eye 
appeal. 

2420  1926  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Sharply  struck.  Beautiful 
full  original  mint  brilliance  exhibits  tinges  of  pastel  iridescent  hues 
when  this  coin  is  reflected  in  the  light.  The  fields  are  immaculate, 
although  there  is  a  tiny  oval  shaped  planchet  flaw,  as  struck,  just 
to  the  right  of  the  date.  If  not  for  two  tiny  contact  marks  on  the 
eagle's  right  wing,  MS-67  grade  status  would  be  assured. 

2421  1926-D  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Well  struck  and  ful¬ 
ly  lustrous.  Deep  toning  surrounds  the  edge,  and  there  is  a  trace 
of  iridescence  around  the  obverse  periphery.  Marks  in  the  fields  are 
minimal,  although  a  few  light  marks  are  evident  on  Liberty's  cheek 
and  the  eagle's  right  wing. 


2412  1922  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  A  breathtaking  specimen. 
Pastel  rainbow  hues  surround  the  obverse  rim.  The  reverse  surfaces 
display  a  pale  golden  glimmer,  highlighting  the  remarkably  clean 
field.  It  is  doubtful  that  a  more  beautiful  Peace  dollar  of  this  so- 
called  "common"  date  could  survive. 

2413  1922-D  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Sharply  struck,  with 
the  reverse  exceptionally  so.  Deep  toning  surrounds  the  obverse  rim, 
while  the  reverse  exhibits  full  mint  brilliance.  Surface  marks  are 
minimal.

Xapep  Collection  of  Gold 

Dollars 

The  following  collection  of  gold  dollars  is  absolutely  com¬ 
plete  as  to  dates  and  mintmarks  and  contains  one  of  each 
date  and  mintmark  variety  from  the  first  year  of  issue,  1849, 
to  the  last,  1889.  Along  the  way  are  such  prized  items  as 
.  the  1856-D,  1860-D,  1861-D,  and  1875,  traditionally  con- 
f  sidered  to  be  the  landmarks  of  the  series.  The  1875  is  cer¬ 
tainly  one  of  the  finest  of  its  kind  and  for  all  intents  and 
f  purposes  it  is  a  full  Proof,  separated  from  that  category  on¬ 
ly  by  notations  found  in  the  Breen  reference  that  business 
‘  strikes  have  a  tiny  thornlike  projection  from  beneath  the 
.  chin.  Whether  or  not  this  is  actually  the  case,  we  do  not 
■  know  (we  point  to  the  situation  that  the  Louis  Eliasberg  Col- 
:  lection  coin,  with  the  thomlike  projection  was  acquired  by 
>  that  famous  collector  as  a  full  Proof— similar  to  the  present 
i  circumstance),  but  we  are  opting  to  be  conservative  lest  it 
should  be  questioned  later. 

The  consignor,  a  prominent  physician,  has  elected  to  re¬ 
main  anonymous  but  has  furnished  us  with  a  sketch  of  how 
the  collection  came  to  be: 

"The  zinc-coated  steel  cents  of  1943  first  prompted 
me  to  scavenge  old  type  coins  out  of  loose  change.  This 
gradually  transformed  into  a  serious  study  of 
numismatics. 

"My  first  gold  dollar  purchase  was  also  my  least  ex¬ 
pensive.  The  1859-C  in  this  collection  was  a  seren¬ 
dipitous  purchase  from  a  jewelry  store  in  1943.  It  cost 
$2.75  and  was  the  sort  of  stroke  of  luck  which  can  real¬ 
ly  spark  a  young  numismatist's  enthusiasm. 

"I  was  never  able  to  find  another  coin  in  a  jewelry 
store  which  had  not  been  marred  by  soldering  or  hol¬ 


ing  for  conversion  to  jewelry — a  fate  from  which  my 
1859-C  was  spared  just  in  time.  After  wasting  some 
hours  hoping  to  repeat  my  first  lucky  strike,  I  got 
smart  and  instead  spent  a  little  more  money  and  a  lot 
more  time  in  the  shop  of  Ira  S.  Reed. 

"He  willingly  shared  his  knowledge  which  in 
retrospect  was  as  valuable  as  his  coins,  because  in 
those  'good  old  days'  we  did  not  have  the  many  ex¬ 
cellent  reference  books  that  fill  our  shelves  today. 

"Under  Ira  Reed's  patient  tutelage  and  guidance,  the 
initial  thrill  of  filling  a  hole  in  a  coin  board  gave  way 
to  appreciation  of  the  history  and  beauty  of  high  quali¬ 
ty  coins.  In  the  middle  1940's  common  date  gold 
dollars  were  available  at  $4-$5  per  coin.  A  date  such 
as  1880  might  cost  $4  in  XF  and  $5  in  UNC. 

"Then  as  now,  higher  grade  specimens  were  not  as 
readily  available,  and  as  in  any  hunting,  patience  and 
perseverence  were  necessary  to  bag  the  finest 
specimens.  The  proportional  costs  of  coins  at  $4  and 
$5  is  the  same  as  another  set  at  $4,000  and  $5,000. 
Nevertheless,  the  psychological  barrier  to  buying  the 
more  expensive  better  quality  specimen  seems  similar 
regardless  of  price  ranges. 

"Experience  consistently  shows  that  higher  quality 
coins  appreciate  better  in  value.  Even  more  important, 
the  owner  can  better  appreciate  the  beauty  of  the 
higher  quality  coin.  I  never  regretted  it  when  I  paid 
a  premium  for  a  premium  quality  coin. 

"When  I  determined  to  complete  this  collection,  I 
realized  it  would  present  a  challenge.  Because  of  the 
rarity  of  so  many  coins  in  this  series,  it  is  unlikely  that 
more  than  a  handful  of  such  complete  collections  could 
exist.  Even  then  I  had  to  face  the  fact  that  my  'com¬ 
plete'  collection  of  dates  and  mint  marks  would  lack 
the  1849-C  open  wreath  which  was  virtually  uncollec- 
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tible  with  the  three  known  specimens  locked  away. 

The  great  majority  of  my  coins  were  purchased 
over  the  counter  in  Ira  Reed's  shop.  He  acquired  others 
for  me  at  auction.  I  did  move  farther  afield  and  pur¬ 
chased  coins  from  the  legendary  Max  Mehl,  Stack's, 
.Kosoff  and  a  few  others. 

"The  last  coin  to  complete  this  set  was  the  1856-D. 

It  was  also  my  most  expensive  at  $3,100.  I  bought  it 
shortly  before  David  Akers'  excellent  book  came  out. 
My  experience  in  finding  a  nice  specimen  leads  me  to 
readily  agree  with  his  observation  that  this  is  one  of 
the  real  rarities  in  the  series.  The  scarcity  of  nice 
specimens  was  certianly  not  well  appreciated,  and  I 
found  it  easier  to  acquire  my  1860-D  and  1861-D  coins 
ten  years  earlier  and  at  much  less  expense. 

"As  you  might  expect  I  passed  up  some  good  op¬ 
portunities  to  acquire  nice  specimens  years  earlier  and 
at  substantially  less  cost  because  I  really  didn't  fully 
understand  the  rarity  and  thought  them  'too  expen¬ 
sive.'  In  retrospect  those  missed  opportunities  have  led 
me  to  confirm  the  marvelous  observation  of  James 
Branch  Cabell  that  'the  least  satisfying  of  all  memories 
are  those  of  temptations  successfully  resisted.' 

'The  spectacular  increase  in  value  of  my  coins  is  ob¬ 
viously  welcome,  but  profit  was  never  a  motivation 
in  their  acquisition.  During  the  years  I  have  held  them 
I  have  enjoyed  success  in  my  business.  Coins  have  been 
a  hobby,  while  a  variety  of  'serious'  investments  have 
been  made  with  pure  monetary  profit  as  my 
motivation. 

"It  is  ironic  that  the  hobby,  which  was  an  invest¬ 
ment  in  personal  pleasure,  should  now  prove  to  be  my 
most  successful  financial  investment — and  by  a 
substantial  margin. 

"This  collection  has  been  a  source  of  pleasure  for 
me  for  40  years.  Now  the  time  has  come  for  me  to  pass 
them  on  to  my  spiritual  heirs  in  numismatics.  My 
genetic  heirs  will  receive  money  to  pursue  their  own 
interests.  The  coins  should  pass  on  to  those  who  truly 
appreciate  them  and  will  be  their  custodians  for  future 
generations  of  numismatists." 

Here,  then,  is  a  superb  gold  dollar  collection  which  has 
been  40  years  in  the  making.  While  most  of  the  pieces  were 
acquired  from  Ira  Reed,  the  well-known  Philadelphia  dealer, 
other  pedigrees  included  such  names  as  Hollinbeck,  Barney 
Bluestone,  Abe  Kosoff,  B.  Max  Mehl,  and  Stack's. 

Here  is  an  offering  that  gold  coin  specialists  and  con¬ 
noisseurs  will  long  remember.

Deep  golden  ton¬ 
ing  surrounds  the  periphery.  This  coin  is  unquestionably  a  first  strike, 
with  wonderfully  reflective  fields  and  contrasting  lightly  frostec! 
devices.  The  strike  is  excellent  for  this  issue,  although  the  highest 
curls  of  Liberty's  hair  are  a  bit  soft  (as  must  be  expected  on  this 
date).  In  this  remarkable  state  of  preservation,  this  coin  is  extreme 
ly  rare.  Louis  Eliasberg,  in  many  years  of  searching  for  the  very 
finest  possible  coins,  could  only  secure  an  AU-50  specimen. 


Note:  While  Akers'  book  on  gold  dollars  makes  note  of  eleven 
offerings  of  Mint  State  specimens  of  this  date,  it  is  doubtful  that 
many  of  these  were  actually  Mint  State  by  today's  grading  stan¬ 
dards.  In  reality,  only  two  truly  Mint  State  specimens  of  this  rarity 
have  been  seen,  and  recorded,  within  the  last  decade.  With  these 
exceptions,  the  offered  example  from  this  collection  (assembled  near¬ 
ly  four  decades  ago)  may  well  be  the  finest  to  survive. 


2639  1849-D  Choice  AU-55.  Prooflike.  Sharply  struck,  with  the  hair  curls 
above  Liberty's  ear  being  the  only  area  displaying  a  trace  of 
weakness.  A  touch  of  light  friction  prohibits  Mint  State  classifica¬ 
tion,  although  it  is  unlikely  that  this  outstanding  Dahlonega  Mint 
gold  dollar  spent  any  time  in  circulation.  Lovely  reflective  fields  con¬ 
trast  with  frosted  devices.  A  mere  21,588  coins  were  struck.

2640  1849-0  Open  wreath.  EF-40.  This  issue  is  notably  scarce  in  grades 
above  Very  Fine. 

2641  1850  Choice  AU-55.  Sharply  struck.  Just  a  touch  of  friction  pro¬ 
hibits  a  higher  grade  status. 

2642  1850-C  VF-30.  Polished.  The  rims  exhibit  some  marks  and  the  sur¬ 
faces  are  a  bit  rough.  This  coin  possibly  was  mounted  at  one  time. 


2643  1850-D  AU-50.  Well  struck.  A  glimmer  of  pink  iridescence  covers 

pleasing  naturally  lustrous  fields.  Mintage  of  just  8,382  coins.  In¬ 
terestingly,  the  fabulous  gold  dollar  collection  auctioned  by  Para¬ 
mount  in  conjunction  with  Auction  '81  did  not  contain  this  issue, 
very  likely  due  to  the  fact  that  a  Mint  State  example  was  unob¬ 
tainable.  Additionally,  the  Eliasberg  Collection  contained  only  a 
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VF-20.  The  offered  specimen  is  unquestionably  among  the  finest 
known,  and  is  sure  to  command  spirited  bidding. 

1850-0  Choice  EF-45.  Full  strike.  Deep  golden  iridescent  toning, 
with  traces  of  violet,  overlays  lovely  naturally  brilliant  surfaces. 
An  important  offering  for  the  specialist,  as  only  14,000  coins  were 
struck.  This  issue  is  by  far  the  rarest  New  Orleans  Mint  gold  dollar. 
Its  elusiveness  is  nearly  that  of  the  highly  touted  Charlotte  and 
Dahlonega  issues,  although  guidebook  prices  do  not  reflect  this  fact. 
As  such,  it  is  an  excellent  value  in  today's  numimatic  market.  Con¬ 
sider  placing  this  superlative  coin  in  your  collection  or  portfolio. 

1851  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Sharply  struck.  No  notable 
surface  marks  detract  from  the  beauty  of  the  satin-like  surfaces  which 
this  coin  possesses.  A  wonderful  type  coin,  very  nearly  of  MS-65 
calibre. 


2651  1852-D  AU-50.  Well  struck.  With  a  semi-prooflike  reverse.  Just  6,360 

examples  were  struck.  Today,  they  are  virtually  unknown  in  grades 
exceeding  this  specimen.  The  Eliasberg  Collection  had  a  Choice 
AU-55,  and  was  presented  as  being  one  of  the  finest  known  (as  this 
one  is).  With  this  sole  exception,  there  is  no  verifiable  record  of  a 
higher  grade  coin  being  sold  at  auction  in  recent  years. 

Interestingly,  the  die  on  this  coin  is  rotated  by  165  degrees.  A 
similar  occurrence  can  be  noted  on  the  1853-D  gold  dollar  which 
appears  in  the  Emery-Nichols  Collection  presented  in  a  companion 
catalogue. 


1646  1851-C  Choice  EF-45.  Here  is  the  perfect  coin  for  the  individual  desir¬ 

ing  to  include  a  specimen  from  this  romantic  early  U.S.  mint  in  their 
collection,  at  a  favorable  level  above  type  coin  prices.  It  exhibits 
nice  natural  toning,  a  pleasing  strike,  and  no  noteworthy  surface 
marks.  A  mere  41,267  specimens  were  struck. 


1647  1851-D  Choice  EF-45.  Just  9,882  examples  of  this  issue  were  struck. 
The  offered  specimen  is  better  than  most,  condition-wise,  although 
a  few  tiny  rim  bumps  are  present,  and  there  is  a  rim  cut  at  7:00 
on  the  obverse  and  the  corresponding  position  on  the  reverse. 
Regardless,  this  issue  has  been  notably  missing  from  many  major 
collections  which  have  been  sold  in  recent  decades,  and  as  such, 
worthy  of  careful  consideration. 


2652  1852-0  Choice  EF-45.  Softly  struck  at  the  hair  curls  over  Miss  Liber¬ 
ty's  ear  and  forehead.  Numerous  small  contact  marks  are  evident. 
This  is  the  second  scarcest  New  Orleans  Mint  Type  I  gold  dollar. 

2653  1853  AU-50.  Sharply  struck,  as  are  most  specimens  of  this  date. 
A  few  pinpoint  scratches  are  present  on  the  obverse. 

Purchased  from  noted  Philadelphia  coin  dealer  Ira  Reed  in  April, 
1944  for  the  sum  of  $4.25. 


2654  1853-C  Choice  EF-45.  Liberty's  hair  detail  is  somewhat  weakly 

defined.  Both  sides  exhibit  a  number  of  tiny  scratches,  though  they 
are  most  apparent  on  the  obverse.  A  single  scratch  at  5:00  is  the 
most  severe. 


12648  1851-0  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Well  struck  for  this 
issue,  although  some  softness  of  strike  is  evident  at  the  hair  curls 
on  Liberty's  forehead  and  above  her  ear.  Lovely  satin-like  surfaces 
exhibit  nearly  full  original  mint  brilliance.  If  not  for  a  few  scattered 
hairlines  in  the  fields,  a  higher  Mint  State  status  would  easily  apply. 

I  This  issue  is  several  times  scarcer  in  higher  Mint  State  classifica¬ 

tions  than  its  Philadelphia  Mint  counterparts  of  the  early  1850s,  ac¬ 
cording  to  auction  records  compiled  over  the  past  decade.  However, 
a  brief  review  of  auction  prices  realized  and  value  guides  reveals 
that  the  price  differential  is  minimal.  If  you  have  been  seeking  an 
exceptional  Type  I  gold  dollar,  with  potential  to  grow  in  value,  con¬ 
sider  this  one  very  carefully. 

2649  1852  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60/63.  Remarkably  well  struck,  with 
all  of  Liberty's  hair  curls  sharply  defined.  Mint  brilliance  is  somewhat 
subdued.  A  few  light  marks,  undetectable  without  strong  magnifica¬ 
tion,  prohibit  full  MS-63  classification. 

2650  1852-C  EF-40.  Only  9,434  examples  were  struck.  This  specimen 
displays  normal  wear,  with  a  few  light  scratches  present,  primarily 
on  the  obverse. 

Note:  This  coin  was  the  first  gold  dollar  purchased  by  the  con¬ 
signor  (bought  in  February  1944  from  a  Philadelphia  jeweler).  In¬ 
terest  spurred  by  this  acquisition  resulted  in  the  assemblage  of  this 
outstanding  collection.  Even  40  years  ago,  completing  a  set  of  gold 
dollars  was  no  small  task. 


2655  1853-D  Choice  EF-45.  The  strike  is  normal  for  this  issue.  A  few  tiny 
contact  marks  and  rim  bumps  are  evident.  A  low  mintage  of  just 
6,583  coins  are  recorded  for  this  year. 

2656  1853-0  AU-50.  Well  struck.  Pleasing  surfaces.  A  large  mintage  is 
on  record  for  this  year  (290,000  coins).  However,  in  conditions  ap¬ 
proaching  Mint  State  examples  of  the  1853-0  are  decidedly  scarce. 

2657  1854  Type  I.  Choice  AU-55.  Just  a  touch  of  faint  cabinet  friction 
on  the  obverse  prohibits  Mint  State  classification.  Attractive  sur¬ 
faces  display  a  glimmer  of  deep  golden  overtones  covering  vivid 
natural  mint  brilliance.  A  hint  of  clashed  dies  is  present  on  both 
sides,  and  there  is  a  single  tiny  scratch  on  the  reverse. 

This  is  the  final  year  of  production  for  the  tiny  Type  I  gold  dollars. 
Public  criticism  regarding  their  small  diameter  (13mm)  resulted  in 
larger,  thinner,  and  easier  to  handle  coins  of  this  denomination  be¬ 
ing  produced  in  gold.  The  net  weight  of  .04837  oz.  of  pure  gold 
remained  the  same. 


2658  1854-D  Type  I.  EF-40.  Weakly  struck  at  the  curl  of  Liberty's  hair, 
and  the  lower  left  leaves  of  the  wreath  on  the  reverse.  Surface  marks 
are  minimal,  and  the  coin  thus  has  a  pleasing  appearance.  Only  2,935 
examples  were  struck  in  Dahlonega  in  August  of  1854,  all  were  of 
the  Type  I  variety.  The  Eliasberg  Collection  had  a  VF-30  to  EF-40 
example.  Here  is  an  opportunity  for  the  specialist  to  secure  a  truly 
important  classic  gold  dollar  rarity. 
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2659  1854-S  Type  I.  Choice  AU-55.  Well  struck.  Only  the  slightest  cabinet 

friction  keeps  this  delightful  coin  from  a  Mint  State  classification. 
Pleasing  satin-like  surfaces  display  little  in  the  way  of  imperfections, 
other  than  a  few  light  hairlines.  It  is  an  outstanding  example,  far 
superior  to  all  but  a  few  which  have  been  sold  in  recent  years.  A 
popular  issue,  due  in  part  to  its  status  as  a  product  of  the  first  year 
of  San  Francisco  Mint  coinage,  and  due  to  its  distinction  as  the  on¬ 
ly  "S"  mint  Type  I  gold  dollar. 


2660  1854  Type  II.  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63/65.  Well  struck. 
Marvelous  satin-like  golden  fields  exhibit  tinges  of  deeper  orange 
iridescence  around  the  devices.  The  surfaces  are  nearly  perfect,  with 
only  a  few  tiny  contact  marks  on  the  obverse,  directly  below  OF, 
prohibiting  full  MS-65  grade  status.  Some  die  clashing,  as  nearly 
always,  is  present.  Very  few  surviving  Type  II  gold  dollars  could 
equal  this  jewel. 

The  Type  II  design,  with  Longacre's  rendition  of  an  Indian 
princess,  replacing  Liberty,  was  only  struck  for  three  years.  Dur¬ 
ing  that  time,  quality  of  strike  was  a  problem,  resulting  in  most  ex¬ 
amples  not  being  solidly  struck  at  the  centers  of  both  sides.  In  1856 
the  dies  were  modified,  thereby  eliminating  the  striking  problem. 
The  end  result  is  that  this  second  version  of  the  gold  dollar  is  among 
the  rarest  emissions  of  the  mid-1800s  to  be  found  well  struck  and 
in  unquestionable  Mint  State.  They  are  actively  sought,  not  only 
for  date,  but  for  inclusion  into  Mint  State  gold  type  sets.  The  of¬ 
fered  example  is  one  of  the  very  best  to  be  found,  and  no  doubt, 
will  be  a  highlight  of  the  next  collection  in  which  it  resides. 

2661  1855  Choice  EF-45.  Here  is  another  attractive  Type  II  gold  dollar. 
This  one  displays  only  light  wear  and  no  detracting  surface  marks. 
It  is  the  perfect  coin  for  the  individual  desiring  to  own  an  example 
of  this  important  type  but  who  does  not  want  to  spend  a  four-figure 
sum.

1855-D  Choice  EF-45.  A  mere  1,811  coins  were  struck.  Hair  dets 
of  Miss  Liberty  is  flat  at  her  forehead  and  the  hair  above  her  e 
However,  detail  of  the  headdress  and  its  feathers  is  remarkably 
defined.  The  usual  clashing  of  dies  is  evident,  and  the  8  of  the 
is  nearly  obliterated  due  to  rusting  of  the  die.  There  is  a  notal 
scratch  (possibly  mint  caused)  at  11:00  on  the  obverse. 

Students  of  this  series  estimate  the  number  of  existing  examp: 
of  this  date  to  range  from  8  coins  (Walter  Breen)  to  20  coins  (Da 
Akers).  This  specimen  undoubtedly  ranks  among  the  finest.  Me 
survivors  are  in  the  Very  Fine  grade  range,  with  only  a  few  super! 
to  that.  This  classic  rarity,  in  a  wonderful  state  of  preservation, 
one  of  the  highlights  of  this  offering. 


2664  1855-0  Choice  AU-55.  Sharply  struck,  and  rare  as  such.  Prooflike 

with  light  hairlines.  This  is  the  only  New  Orleans  Mint  Type  II  gok 
dollar.  While  there  was  a  fairly  large  mintage  (55,000),  they  all  wen 
into  circulation.  Today,  grades  above  Extremely  Fine  are  almos- 
non-existent.  This  specimen  is  without  doubt  one  of  the  very  finestt 
As  such,  it  is  one  of  many  very  special  coins  which  has  resided  ir 
this  collection  for  nearly  40  years. 

Note:  The  Eliasberg  Collection  contained  an  EF-45,  while  thi- 
fabulous  collection  sold  during  Auction  '81  by  Paramount  did  no> 
contain  this  issue. 


2662  1855-C  VF-30.  The  hair  on  Liberty's  forehead  is  flat,  and  many  of 

the  feathers  of  the  Indian  princess'  headdress  are  lightly  defined, 
as  usual.  The  wreath  on  the  reverse  is  unusually  well  defined, 
although  portions  of  the  lower  leaves  and  ribbon  are  softly  struck. 
In  spite  of  the  above  mentioned  characteristics,  the  strike  is  superior 
to  most.  The  word  DOLLAR  and  1855  are  both  remarkably  bold. 
Traces  of  clashed  dies  are  visible  under  close  examination.  Surface 
marks  are  minimal. 

This  is  the  only  Charlotte  Mint  Type  II  gold  dollar.  Just  9,803 
were  struck.  Many  important  gold  dollar  collections  of  the  past 
several  decades  lacked  this  coin.  It  is  a  fact  that  this  issue  only  ap¬ 
pears  at  auction  when  great  collections  are  sold.  A  prize  for  the 
specialist. 


2665  1856-S  EF-40.  The  only  San  Francisco  Mint  Type  II  gold  dollar.  Nor¬ 
mal  wear  for  a  coin  of  this  grade.  Surface  marks  are  minimal, 
although  a  few  notable  bumps  are  present  on  the  rims.  Only  24.00C 
were  struck. 

2666  1856  AU-50.  Upright  5.  This  is  the  first  Philadelphia  Mint  Type  IIII 
gold  dollar.  Lovely  natural  mint  brilliance  complements  traces  of 
deep  shades  of  golden  iridescence  on  the  obverse.  This  coin  has  seen 
very  little  commercial  use,  though  light  friction  is  present. 

The  Upright  5  variety  has  a  recorded  mintage  of  just  33,660  coins, 
as  compared  to  nearly  2  million  specimens  struck  with  the  Slant 
5.  Value  differences  are  negligible.  Interestingly,  Paramount's  Auc¬ 
tion  '81  gold  dollar  collection  did  not  possess  an  example  of  this 
scarcer  die  variety.

2667  1856  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-67.  Slant  5.  Fully  struck, 
although  the  denticles  surrounding  the  reverse  rim  are  somewhat 
lightly  defined  (as  is  always  the  case).  This  Type  III  gold  dollar  is 
truly  a  "wonder  coin".  Deep  natural  mint  brilliance  glows  over 
flawless  satin-like  surfaces.  It  is  doubtful  that  a  business  strike  gold 
dollar  of  any  date  could  survive  in  a  condition  which  is  superior 
to  this.  Faint  traces  of  die  clashing  are  evident  under  strong 
magnification,  mostly  on  the  reverse.  If  you  are  pursuing  the  ultimate 
Type  III  gold  dollar  for  your  type  set,  this  is  it.

2668  1856-D  Choice  EF-45.  To  quote  the  first  sentence  regarding  this  issue 

in  David  Akers'  reference  book  United  States  Cold  Dollars,  "One 
of  the  real  rarities  of  the  gold  dollar  series.”  Mintage  was  only  1,460 
coins.  The  offered  example  displays  a  pleasing  appearance.  A  tiny 
gouge  is  present  on  the  obverse  under  AM  of  AMERICA,  and 
another  at  4:00  on  the  reverse  rim,  otherwise  the  surfaces  are 
remarkably  clean  for  a  coin  of  this  grade.  Estimates  of  between  20 
and  30  specimens  extant  for  this  issue  seem  to  be  in  line  with  its 
number  of  appearances  at  auction.  This  great  coin  is  undoubedtly 
one  of  the  finest  known.

2669  1857  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Well  struck.  Beautiful 

iridescence  in  shades  of  pink  and  pale  gold  highlight  the  lovely  sur¬ 
faces.  Traces  of  lightly  clashed  dies  are  present  at  the  center  on  the 
reverse.  Truly  rare  in  outstanding  Mint  State  condition. 


2670  1857-C  EF-40.  Well  struck.  The  surfaces  exhibit  a  normal  number 

of  marks  on  the  obverse.  Some  unusual  planchet  irregularities  are 
present  on  the  reverse  rim,  as  struck,  and  several  notable  light  con¬ 
tact  marks  are  evident  in  the  field.  Nevertheless,  this  coin  is  far 
superior  to  most  examples  of  this  date. 


2671  185 7-D  EF-40.  The  strike  is  average  for  this  issue.  Feather  detail 
within  Miss  Liberty's  headdress  is  very  weak,  and  her  hair  curls 
display  no  detail  at  her  forehead  (the  hair  extending  downward  from 
the  back  of  her  head  and  neck  is  extremely  well  defined,  however). 
The  wreath  is  very  lightly  defined  at  the  ribbon  bow  and  the  leaves 
directly  to  the  right,  although  most  other  details  are  bold.  Evidence 
of  clashed  dies,  as  usual,  are  present.  The  fields  display  a  normal 
number  of  contact  marks  and  light  hairlines. 

Mintage  was  a  minute  3,533  coins  in  1857  at  Dahlonega.  Specialists 
in  the  gold  dollar  field  consider  this  to  be  one  of  the  foremost  rarities, 
and  perhaps  it  is  more  elusive  than  the  highly  regarded  1860-D.  In 
spite  of  its  notoriety,  the  price  level  remains  well  below  that  of  the 
1860-D.  That  may  change  in  the  coming  years. 

2672  1857-S  Choice  EF-45.  Lightly  hairlined.  A  single  tiny  contact  mark 
is  present  on  Liberty's  cheek.  Overall,  this  coin  has  a  very  pleasing 
appearance.  This  is  the  first  Type  III  San  Francisco  Mint  gold  dollar, 
and  it  is  another  underrated  issue.  A  mere  10,000  coins  were  struck. 

2673  1858  Choice  AU-55.  Well  struck.  Evidence  of  clashed  dies  is  visi¬ 
ble,  mostly  on  the  obverse.

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2674  1858-D  Choice  AU-55.  Most  of  Liberty's  hair  detail  is  softly  struck, 

as  is  the  date  and  OLL  of  DOLLAR  on  the  reverse.  Light  friction 
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in  the  tields  separate  thus  from  a  Mint  State  classification.  Die  clashing 
is  evident  on  both  sides. 

Only  3,477  gold  dollars  of  this  date  were  struck  in  this  year.  At 
the  time  of  issue,  there  was  no  numismatic  interest  whatsoever  in 
branch  mint  gold  coins.  They  all  went  into  circulation,  and  stayed 
there  until  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War,  when  widespread  hoar¬ 
ding  of  precious  metals  resulted  in  virtually  all  being  held  from  cir¬ 
culation.  Additionally,  fluctuating  gold  prices  during  and  after  the 
war  resulted  in  many  gold  coins  being  melted.  Today,  it  is  an  occa¬ 
sion  to  find  an  example  of  this  issue.  The  opportunity  to  secure  one 
in  this  superlative  condition  is  a  chance  that  should  not  be  overlook¬ 
ed,  for  it  may  be  many,  many  years  before  another  specimen  of 
this  calibre  appears  on  the  market. 


2675  1858-S  Choice  AU-55.  Sharply  struck.  Light  rubbing  is  present  on 
the  highest  points,  and  in  the  fields.  Mint  State  specimens  are  all 
but  non-existent,  according  to  Akers'  reference  book  on  gold  dollars. 
In  fact,  the  average  grade  for  this  issue  is  only  Very  Fine,  placing 
it  among  the  more  actively  circulated  coins  of  the  series.  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Mint  gold  dollars  of  the  late  1850s  are  considered  to  be  very 
elusive  and  underrated  in  higher  grades,  when  compared  to  some 
of  their  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  Mint  counterparts. 

2676  1859  AU-50.  Well  struck.

2677  1859-C  AU-50.  An  average  strike,  with  some  weakness  throughout 
Liberty's  hair  and  headdress.  The  detail  on  the  reverse  is  generally 
good,  although  some  softness  is  evident.  Denticles  at  the  rims  are 
very  ill  defined  (as  usual),  and  a  few  bumps  are  present.  Also,  a 
small  scratch  is  visible  on  Liberty's  cheek.

Average  strike,  with  the  highest  points  of  Liberty 
hair  and  headdress  on  the  obverse,  plus  the  finer  details  of  the  wreatj 
and  leaves  on  the  reverse,  lightly  defined.  Additionally,  the  U  ii 
UNITED  is  nearly  indistinguishable,  as  is  the  case  on  all  genuim 
coins.  A  pair  of  minute  rim  cuts  is  present  at  3:00  and  4:00  on  th 
reverse,  and  there  is  a  nick  at  7:00.  The  inner  surfaces  are  notabh 
clean  and  attractive,  however. 

A  mere  1,566  gold  dollars  were  produced  in  this  year.  Breer 
estimates  that  less  than  a  dozen  exist  today.  While  its  status  as  . 
major  rarity  is  unquestionable,  Akers'  estimate  of  40  to  50  coin: 
is  more  in  line  with  its  number  of  appearances  at  auction,  although 
this  may  net  to  just  two  dozen  or  so  different  coins.  Whatever  the 
case,  the  present  specimen  is  truly  a  prize  among  gold  dollars,  anc 
is  sure  to  attract  keen  interest  from  the  specialist.

1860-S  Choice  EF-45.  Well  struck.  Pleasing  golden  and  violet 
iridescence  covers  naturally  toned  surfaces.  A  few  light  scratches 
are  on  the  reverse.  Just  13,000  specimens  were  struck. 


2683  1861  Choice  AU-55.  Well  struck,  although  the  plumes  on  the  In¬ 

dian  princess'  headdress  are  not  sharply  defined.  Lustrous  and  frosty. 
A  popular  Civil  War  era  date. 


2678  1859-D  AU-50.  Unusually  well  struck,  though  the  5  in  the  date  is 

slightly  soft.  Akers  states  that  this  issue  must  be  accepted  poorly 
struck,  since  they  don't  come  any  other  way.  While  we  don't  total¬ 
ly  agree  with  that  statement,  we  do  share  the  belief  that  sharply 
struck  examples  are  extremely  rare.  At  first  glance,  this  coin  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  Mint  State.  Close  examination  under  magnification 
reveals  light  rubbing,  however.  There  are  two  insignificant  obverse 
planchet  flaws  at  5:00  and  8:00  on  the  rim,  as  struck.  Just  4,952 
coins  were  struck,  and  only  a  handful  of  survivors  could  compare 
with  this  piece.

2684  1861-D  EF-40.  Pleasing  golden-orange  iridescence  covers  remarkably 

clean  surfaces.  Light  hairlines  are  in  the  fields  on  both  sides.  There 
is  a  small  obverse  planchet  defect  at  the  lower  rim  which  has  the 
appearance  of  an  adjustment  mark  (a  frequent  occurrence  in  earlier 
years,  though  planchet  adjustments  of  this  manner  were  not  com¬ 
mon  at  this  late  date).  Two  insignificant  marks  resembling  lint  marks 
are  evident  on  Liberty's  head,  probably  as  struck.  Overall,  it  is  one 
of  the  nicer  1861-D  gold  dollars  to  appear  on  the  market  in  quite 
some  time. 

Gold  dollars  of  this  issue  were  struck  after  the  Confederacy  had 
taken  the  Dahlonega  Mint.  As  a  result,  there  is  no  record  of  the 
number  of  coins  struck.  It  is  known,  however,  that  no  coins  were 
struck  in  the  first  half  of  the  year,  when  the  U.S.  government  con¬ 
trolled  the  mint,  although  two  dies  were  received  on  January  7,  1861 
from  Philadelphia.  Judging  from  the  number  of  specimens  known 
(approximately  20  to  30),  it  is  likely  that  production  was  just  slightly 
over  1,000.  All  were  struck  from  gold  already  on  hand  at  the  time 
of  the  takeover. 

The  offered  example  represents  the  "king"  of  gold  dollars.  Not 
only  does  a  coin  of  this  stature  attract  the  attention  of  the  specialist, 
but  also  of  the  knowledgable  non-specialist  seeking  a  very  intrigu¬ 
ing  classic  American  gold  coin  rarity.  This  coin  is  certainly  one  of 
the  highlights  of  this  sale. 


■  2685  1862  Choice  AU-55.  Sharply  struck,  frosty,  and  lustrous.  Light  fric¬ 

tion  prohibits  Mint  State  classification. 

'  2686  1863  EF-40.  Sharply  struck.  Attractive  golden-orange  natural  ton¬ 
ing  covers  surfaces  which  remain  remarkably  clean.  Rubbing  on  this 
specimen  is  more  apparent  than  actual  wear. 

This  date  is  a  rather  obscure  major  rarity  within  the  gold  dollar 
series,  not  as  romantic  and  renowned  as  the  classic  branch  mint 
issues.  Only  6,200  business  strikes  were  produced.  Auction  records 
indicate  this  date  to  be  in  the  same  rarity  classic  as  the  famous  1875 
(of  which  a  scant  420  were  struck).  Curiously,  the  reason  for  its 
remarkable  rarity  remains  buried  in  the  depths  of  history. 


2687  1864  Choice  AU-55.  Sharply  struck.  Actual  wear  on  this  coin  is 

minimal,  although  the  fields  are  notably  hairlined.  Pleasing  violet 
iridescence  covers  much  of  the  surface.  No  detracting  marks  are 
notable.  A  mere  5,950  were  struck. 

Note:  Not  only  are  the  mintages  of  Civil  War  era  gold  dollars 
very  low,  but  they  also  experienced  a  large  rate  of  dissipation.  In 
comparing  dates  of  the  1860s  to  those  of  the  1870s  and  1880s,  the 
mintages  would  lead  one  to  believe  the  latter  to  be  a  better  value. 
This  is  not  the  case.  While  mintage  figures  of  the  later  dates  are  low, 
the  rate  of  survival  is  much  greater.  If  you  are  assembling  a  type 


collection  of  gold,  consider  one  of  the  genuinely  rare  early  low  min¬ 
tage  Type  III  varieties,  at  a  modest  premium  over  one  of  the  more 
common  dates. 


2688  1865  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60/63.  Well  struck  and  lustrous. 

Lightly  clashed  dies  are  evident  under  magnification.  Surface  marks 
are  minimal.  There  is  a  single  tiny  contact  mark  on  Liberty's  cheek 
which  prohibits  full  MS-63  grade  status.  Just  3,275  specimens  of  this 
date  were  struck.  Its  appearance  in  Mint  State  is  an  occasion.

2689  1866  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Sharply  struck.  Just  a 

hint  of  violet  iridescence  surrounds  the  periphery,  and  is  only  evi¬ 
dent  when  this  marvelous  coin  is  reflected  in  the  light.  Traces  of 
die  clashing  are  visible  under  magnification.  The  surfaces  are  vir¬ 
tually  flawless,  except  for  a  few  lightly  scattered  hairlines. 

A  mere  7,130  coins  were  struck.  Of  those,  there  are  only  a  few 
Mint  State  examples  remaining.  Probably  not  more  than  a  half  dozen 
surviving  specimens  could  equal  this  coin. 


2690  1867  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60/63.  Prooflike.  A  first  strike,  with 
reflective  fields  (with  none  of  the  often  seen  clash  marks)  and 
delightfully  contrasting  frosted  devices.

Auction  records  reveal  that  this  date  is  nearly  in  the  same  rarity 
class  as  the  1863,  although  in  Mint  State  it  is  more  available. 
However,  not  more  than  a  few  dozen  could  equal  this  one.  The  pro¬ 
oflike  surfaces  are  a  plus.  Just  5,250  were  struck. 

2691  1868  Choice  AU-55.  Well  struck.  Just  a  touch  of  light  friction  on 
Liberty's  cheek  and  hairlines  in  the  fields  prohibit  Mint  State  status. 
Mintage  was  up  in  this  year  (10,525).  However,  in  this  lovely  con¬ 
dition  it  is  still  elusive. 

2692  1869  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60/63.  Prooflike.  Sharply  struck, 
the  reverse  especially  so.  At  first  glance  this  beautiful  coin  appears 
to  be  a  Proof.  However,  close  examination  reveals  a  rounded  rim, 
and  a  date  which  is  positioned  low,  both  of  which  are  characteristics 
of  business  strikes.  The  fields  are  lightly  hairlined,  and  the  obverse 
exhibits  a  few  contact  marks  in,  the  fields.  In  Mint  State,  this  date 
is  notably  rare.  Probably  no  more  than  a  half  dozen  survive.  While 
recent  auction  records  indicate  more  than  that  number,  prices 
realized  tells  the  true  story.  A  scant  5,925  examples  were  struck. 
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2e>*»3  1870  Choice  AU-55.  Well  struck.  A  touch  of  rubbing  on  Liberty's 

cheek  and  the  higher  points  of  the  wreath  prohibit  a  Mint  State  grade. 
The  surfaces  are  remarkably  clean,  though  lightly  hairlined.  Attrac¬ 
tive  deep  golden-violet  iridescence  surrounds  the  periphery.

2694  1870-S  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60/63.  Prooflike.  Sharply  struck. 

The  fields  exhibit  faint  light  hairlines,  although  without  strong 
magnification,  they  are  difficult  to  detect.  A  popular  issue,  due  large¬ 
ly  to  the  general  rarity  of  most  other  San  Francisco  Mint  coinage 
of  this  year  (the  similar  appearing  1870-S  three-dollar  gold  coin, 
sold  by  us  in  1982  as  part  of  the  U.S.  Gold  Coin  Collection  formed 
by  Louis  Eliasberg,  is  unique).  Additionally,  a  mere  3,000  gold 
dollars  were  struck,  making  this  one  of  the  lowest  mintage  gold 
dollars,  as  well  as  the  last  branch  mint  issue.  Interestingly,  the 
Eliasberg  coin  graded  AU-55,  the  finest  which  he  was  able  to  secure. 

Quoting  the  description  of  the  specimen  in  the  Eliasberg  collec¬ 
tion  is  the  following  excerpt  from  a  telegram  to  the  Philadelphia 
Mint,  sent  on  May  14,  1870  by  O.H.  LaGrange,  the  superintendent 
of  the  San  Francisco  Mint,  as  related  by  Walter  Breen:  "LETTER 
S  OMITTED  ON  ONE  AND  THREE  DOLLAR  DIES  SENT  TO 
THIS  BRANCH  FOR  THIS  YEAR.  2,000  COINED.  CAN  THEY 
BE  ISSUED." 

On  May  27,  1870,  LaGrange  wrote  to  Philadelphia  stating  that 
the  $1  and  $3  dies  were  returned.  Later  the  San  Francisco  Mint 
reported  a  coinage  of  3,000  gold  dollars.  However,  today  it  is  ques¬ 
tionable  if  all  had  the  mintmark,  or  if  the  first  2,000  coins  were 
without  a  mintmark  and  subsequently  melted.  If  this  is  the  case, 
then  only  1,000  coins  would  have  been  released.  Regardless,  it  is 
a  fact  that  less  than  three  dozen  examples  are  known,  most  of  which 
are  in  higher  grades.  The  offered  example  certainly  is  among  the 
best,  and  with  a  Prooflike  surface,  is  undoubtedly  a  first  strike. 


2695  1871  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Well  struck,  though  some 
weakness  is  evident  at  the  centers.  Vivid  orangish-pink  iridescent 
toning  surrounds  the  periphery,  over  lovely  satin-like  lustrous  sur¬ 
faces.  A  few  light  hairlines  separate  this  coin  from  MS-65  grade 
status.  Mintage  was  a  tiny  3,930  examples. 

2696  1872  AU-50.  No  detracting  surface  marks  are  present,  just  light 
hairlines.  Some  of  the  scarce  low  mintage  dates  of  the  early  1870s 
(including  this  one)  can  be  purchased  for  a  nominal  sum  above  com¬ 
mon  date  price.  Consider  them  carefully,  for  they  are  truly  among 
the  best  buys  in  rare  date  gold  coins  at  today's  price  level. 


2697  1873  Open  3.  Choice  AU-55.  Pleasing  surfaces.  We  would  place  t#| 
coin  into  the  Mint  State  classification,  if  not  for  a  light  rub  on  Libw, 
ty's  cheek. 

2698  1874  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60/63.  Well  struck.  A  small  scratJ 
is  present  in  front  of  Liberty's  face,  otherwise,  this  coin  would  graJI 
ful  MS-63  or  better.

2699  1875  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Prooflike.  The  fields  ar 

deeply  reflective,  with  the  devices  displaying  a  light  frosted  ap 
pearance.  The  denticles  are  complete  all  around,  and  the  edges  ar 
sharp  and  square.  A  tiny  thorn-like  projection  is  visible  at  the  bac 
of  Liberty's  chin,  extending  downward.  This  diagnostic  die  defec 
characterizes  all  business  strikes  of  this  year.  Due  to  the  tiny  mir 
tage  of  420  coins,  all  are  first  strikes,  and  therefore  are  well  struc 
and  prooflike.  Indeed,  without  the  spike,  this  coin  would  not  b 
distinguishable  from  a  Proof. 

This  gold  dollar  has  a  mintage  which  few  U.S.  gold  coins  of  an; 
denomination  can  match.  As  such,  it  is  regarded  as  one  of  th 
foremost  rarities  within  the  realm  of  American  numismatics  as  ,, 
business  strike.  Walter  Breen  noted  two  decades  ago  that  "non-Proc 
status  coins  of  this  mintage  are  so  rare  that  the  genuineness  is  con 
troversial."  In  times  since,  more  has  been  learned  in  regard  to  thi- 
rarity,  and  the  above  described  diagnostics  are  now  considered  ta 
be  reliable  in  distinguishing  business  strikes  from  Proofs.  Certain 
ly,  the  appearance  of  this  outstanding  business  strike  is  an  even 
for  the  gold  dollar  specialist,  and  the  connoisseur  of  classic  Americar 
rarities  alike. 


2700  1876  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Some  prooflike  surface 

is  present,  mostly  on  the  reverse.  Lovely  fields  exhibit  little  in  the 
way  of  imperfections,  although  a  few  light  hairlines  are  evident. 
Only  3,245  coins  were  struck. 


2701  1877  Choice  AU-55.  Sharply  struck.  Very  close  to  MS-60,  with  just 

a  faint  trace  of  friction  on  Liberty's  cheek.  Except  for  light  hairlines, 
the  fields  are  nearly  flawless. 
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2702  1878  Choice  AU-55.  Another  borderline  Mint  State  coin.  No  real 

wear  is  evident  on  this  coin,  though  it  is  lightly  hairlined.  The  fields 
are  somewhat  reflective,  with  attractively  contrasting  frosted  devices. 
This  popular  date  has  a  mintage  of  just  3,000  business  strikes. 


2703  1879  Choice  EF-45.  Like  the  previous  lot,  business  strikes  in  this 

year  numbered  3,000.  Today,  they  are  actively  sought  after  due  to 
their  low  mintage. 


2704  1880  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Prooflike.  Satin-like  reflec¬ 

tive  fields  contrast  with  frosted  devices.  A  borderline  MS-65.  A  total 
mintage  (Proofs  and  business  strikes)  of  1,636,  makes  it  the  fourth 
lowest  mintage  date  of  the  series.  When  available,  it  always  generates 
considerable  interest.  Few  survivors  could  equal  this  one. 


2705  1881  Choice  AU-55/60.  It  is  unlikely  that  this  coin  saw  a  day  of 
circulation.  However,  there  is  a  trace  of  cabinet  friction  on  Liber¬ 
ty's  cheek.  As  such,  we  hesitate  to  place  this  coin  into  a  full  Mint 
State  grade  classification.

The  stated  basis  was  an  alleged  resemblance  of  the 
profile  to  that  of  Thomas  Jefferson;  whether  the  resemblance  was 
intentional  or  not  Mr.  Mason  did  not  conjecture." 

While  the  present  specimen  is  in  the  lower  range  of  condition, 
it  still  is  readily  identifiable  for  what  it  is.  Here  is  one  of  the  great 
classics  of  the  large  cent  series.

A  Marvelous  Offering  of 
1856 

Flying  Eagle  Cents 

The  following  1856  flying  eagle  cents  trace  their  ancestry 
to  the  hoard  of  531  pieces  gathered  together  over  a  half  cen¬ 
tury  ago  by  John  Beck,  the  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania  col¬ 
lector  whose  estate  was  dispersed  by  Abner  Kreisberg  and 
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Jerry  Cohen  over  a  decade  ago.  By  now,  the  1856  flying 
eagle  cents  are  widely  scattered.  Individual  specimens  are 
seldom  met  with,  and  a  pair  or  trio  would  be  cause  for  ex¬ 
citement.  So,  the  following  offering  is  very  special. 

Some  background  concerning  the  1856  flying  eagle  cent 
•  is  relevant: 

In  1849  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  advised 
Robert  Maskell  Patterson,  director  of  the  Mint,  that  it  was 
:  studying  the  reduction  of  the  size  of  the  one-cent  piece.  In 
1850,  the  following  year,  the  Mint  produced  several  pat¬ 
terns.  Struck  in  billon  (an  alloy  of  90%  copper  and  10% 
silver)  and  copper,  the  pieces  had  holes  at  the  center  in  the 
manner  of  Chinese  coins.  The  diameter  approximated  that 
of  a  dime.  In  1851  additional  patterns  were  made  of  the  so- 
called  annular,  or  ring,  cent.  The  cumbersome  large  cent 
was  finding  increasing  disfavor  with  the  public,  and  many 
complaints  were  registered  with  the  Mint  and  government 
officials.  In  1853  patterns  containing  nickel  and  copper  in 
various  alloy  mixtures  were  produced.  It  was  believed  that 
nickel,  being  valued  at  $2  per  pound,  would  permit  a  smaller 
diameter  coin  to  be  made  with  the  intrinsic  value  remain¬ 
ing  sufficiently  high.  The  following  year,  1854,  saw  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  additional  patterns.  Made  in  copper  and  related 
alloys,  the  pieces  depicted  various  designs  including  Liber¬ 
ty  seated  (crudely  reduced  on  a  pantograph  lathe  from  the 
obverse  of  an  1854  silver  dollar),  a  Liberty  head  style  similar 
to  that  used  on  regular  issue  large  cents  but  without  stars, 
and  a  flying  eagle  design  resurrected  from  Gobrecht's  pat¬ 
tern  silver  coins  of  1836-1839.  In  1855  additional  flying  eagle 
patterns  were  made. 

As  experimentation  continued,  demand  for  the  abandon¬ 
ment  of  the  old-style  copper  cent  increased.  James  Ross 
Snowden  reported  that  by  1857  the  production  of  large  cop¬ 
per  cents  and  half  cents  barely  paid  the  coinage  expenses 
involved.  The  Act  of  February  21,  1857,  provided  that  a 
new  standard  be  adopted  and  thus  sounded  the  death  knell 
for  the  old-type  coppers.  The  public  was  urged  to  redeem 
all  cents  of  the  old  standard.  Within  a  few  years  large  cents 
became  curiosities. 

Following  considerable  experimentation  with  reduced- 
diameter  cents  and  various  alloys,  Director  Snowden  decid¬ 
ed  in  1856  that  a  mixture  of  88%  copper  and  12%  nickel, 
the  compound  later  called  copper-nickel,  was  best.  Initial¬ 
ly  about  50  trial  pieces  were  made  from  regular  half  cent 
dies  to  test  the  new  alloy.  Encouraged,  Snowden  requested 
that  Mint  engraver  James  B.  Longacre  produce  new  cent  dies 
of  small  diameter  featuring  a  flying  eagle  on  the  obverse, 
modeled  after  the  Gobrecht  patterns.  This  was  subsequent¬ 
ly  done,  and  somewhere  between  600  and  700  examples, 
with  the  frosty  surface  known  today  as  "Uncirculated" 
(rather  than  Proof),  were  distributed  to  members  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  200  pieces  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Coinage,  Weights  and  Measures,  four  to  Presi¬ 
dent  Franklin  Pierce,  a  number  of  various  newspaper  editors 
and  others  of  influence,  and  additional  pieces  to  persons 
associated  with  the  Treasury  Department.  In  later  years  the 


flying  eagle  cent  became  a  popular  collector's  item,  and  ad¬ 
ditional  pieces  were  restruck.  It  is  believed  that  the  restrikes 
amounted  to  approximately  1,000  pieces,  giving  a  total 
original  production  somewhere  in  the  1,600  to  1,800  range. 
The  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  disagrees  with  the 
present  cataloguer's  estimates  and  pegs  the  mintage  at  about 
1,000  pieces,  a  considerably  lower  figure.  In  any  event,  of 
the  original  pieces  minted,  many  have  been  lost  today. 

Years  ago,  before  the  modem  "investment  market"  began 
its  course  the  1856  flying  eagle  cent  was  one  of  the  most 
famous  American  coins.  "Do  you  have  an  1856  flying  eagle 
cent?"  was  a  question  typically  asked  of  an  advanced  col¬ 
lector.  The  possession  of  such  a  piece  was  a  source  of  pride 
and  joy.  Of  course,  the  satisfaction  in  owning  an  1856  fly¬ 
ing  eagle  cent  has  not  diminished.  It  is  just  that  the  fame 
and  desirability  of  the  piece  have  been  obscured  by  promo¬ 
tions  for  many  other  issues  in  the  United  States  series,  most 
of  which  are  considerably  less  rare. 

Walter  Breen  devotes  a  chapter  to  1856  flying  eagle  cents 
in  his  book  The  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  Proof  Coins 
and  describes  different  die  varieties.

2799  1861  Confederate  States  of  America  cent.  Original  struck  in  copper- 

nickel.  One  of  12  pieces  minted  in  1861.  Uncirculated,  MS-60,  with 
very  light  patination.  Sharply  struck  and  very  pleasing  in  every 
aspect. 

During  its  brief  existence  the  Confederate  States  of  America  was 
responsible  for  two  coins:  the  cent  made  on  a  contractual  basis  by 
a  Philadelphia  die  cutter,  and  the  half  dollar  struck  in  the  New 
Orleans  Mint. 

In  1908  John  W.  Haseltine  described  his  discovery  of  the  Con¬ 
federate  cent: 

I  have  been  asked  to  say  something  about  the  so-called 
Confederate  cent.  A  little  circular  issued  by  myself  and  Mr. 
Randall  some  years  ago  tells  all  the  history  of  the  striking 
of  all  these  pieces,  but  I  do  not  think  it  mentioned  how  I  ob¬ 
tained  the  ies.  One  day  I  was  told  by  a  gentleman  that  a 
bartender  in  West  Philadelphia  had  a  Confederate  cent.  I 
doubted  it.  Mr.  J.  Colvin  Randall  (now  deceased)  was  told 
the  same.  He  conferred  with  me  in  reference  to  it.  We  decid¬ 
ed  that  if  either  of  us  obtained  it  we  would  share  in  any  prof¬ 
it  that  would  accrue  from  it.  I  saw  the  bartender  and  pur¬ 
chased  the  coin  from  him.  It  was  in  nickel  and  he  said  that 
he  received  it  over  the  bar.  I  knew  by  the  head  on  the  obverse 
that  is  was  Mr.  Lovett's  work.  I  called  on  Mr.  Lovett  and 
he  denied  ever  having  made  such  dies.  At  numerous  times 
I  called  to  induce  him  to  give  me  some  information  about 
them,  but  he  always  stuck  to  his  story  that  he  did  not  make 
them,  until  one  day  he  pulled  out  a  drawer  in  one  of  his 
cabinets  and  I  beheld  a  line  of  little  Confederate  cents.  He 
then  owned  up  and  told  me  that  he  had  eleven  of  them  but 
formerly  there  were  twelve,  he  having  lost  one.  He  said  he 
received  the  order  to  make  them  for  the  Confederacy  through 
a  well-known  jewelry  firm  in  Philadelphia  but  that  his  wife 
became  timid  about  his  delivering  them  for  fear  that  the 
United  States  government  would  arrest  him  for  giving 
assistance  to  the  enemy  so  he  buried  them  in  his  cellar  until 
long  after  the  war  was  over,  and  even  then  he  was  afraid 
to  show  them.  I  purchased  the  dies  from  him,  and,  as  you 


all  probably  know,  did  not  strike  any  in  nickel,  considering 
them  to  a  certain  extent  as  originals,  but  we  had  three  struck 
in  gold  and  I  believe  five  in  silver  and  fifty-five  in  copper, 
the  die  breaking  on  the  55th  piece,  which  is  in  existence,  show¬ 
ing  the  break  in  the  die. 

Early  in  1861  the  Confederate  States  of  America  contacted  Bailey 
&  Co.,  Philadelphia  jewelers,  concerning  supplying  one-cent  pieces 
for  the  South.  Bailey  commissioned  Robert  Lovett,  Jr.,  a  die  sinker 
of  that  city  to  prepare  the  pieces.  Earlier  Lovett  had  produced  a  one- 
cent-size  token  with  an  attractive  bust  of  Liberty  on  the  obverse 
and  with  his  own  advertisement  on  the  reverse.  This  attractive  design 
was  considered  ideal  for  use  on  the  Confederate  cent.  Lovett  then 
struck  a  small  number  of  pieces,  as  Haseltine  related.  For  over  a 
decade  the  secret  was  kept.  Numismatists  were  not  aware  of  their 
existence. 

In  1874  the  original  dies  were  used  by  Haseltine,  J.  Colvin  Ran¬ 
dall  and  Peter  L.  Krider,  also  of  Philadelphia,  to  produce  restrikes. 
They  were  careful  not  to  produce  any  restrikes  in  the  original  metal, 
copper-nickel,  thus  preserving  the  integrity  of  the  12  pieces  originally 
struck  in  1861  by  Lovett.  Seven  restrikes  were  made  in  gold,  12  in 
silver,  and  55  in  copper,  the  coinage  of  the  latter  being  terminated 
when  the  dies  broke.  In  the  1960s  Robert  Bashlow,  the  New  York 
numismatic  entrepreneur,  had  copy  dies  made  by  August  Frank. 
These  dies,  showing  much  rust  and  very  irregular  fields  (and  not 
easily  confused  with  the  either  of  the  restrikes  of  1874  or  the  originals 
of  1861)  were  used  to  make  reproductions  which  were  widely  adver¬ 
tised  in  Coin  World  and  elsewhere. 

The  official  coinage  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America  is  limited 
to  just  12  copper-nickel  1861  cents  plus  4  1861  silver  half  dollars. 
No  example  of  the  half  dollar  has  crossed  the  auction  block  in 
decades,  and  the  value  of  such  is  purely  speculative  but  is  certainly 
in  six  figures.  By  special  arrangement  with  the  consignor  a  reserve 
of  $13,000  has  been  placed  on  the  present  coin,  which  is  approx¬ 
imately  equal  to  a  hammer  price  of  $11,800  at  which  figure  the  coin 
will  open  at  the  sale  (10%  will  be  added  to  the  successful  bidder's 
invoice).  Of  course,  if  higher  bids  are  received  by  mail,  the  piece 
will  open  at  an  advance  over  the  second  highest  mail  bid,  in  no  event 
to  be  less  than  the  $11,800  stated.

These  pieces  were  wrapped 
in  tissue  when  distributed  by  the  Mint,  and  the  sulfur  in  the  tissue 
has  caused  virtually  all  remaining  pieces  (except  those  which  have 
been  cleaned)  to  be  toned  in  varying  degrees.  There  is  no  such  thing, 
to  our  knowledge,  as  a  fully  brilliant  original  Matte  Proof  Lincoln 
cent  of  any  date.  All  we  have  ever  seen  have  exhibited  toning  to 
one  degree  or  another. 

Of  the  1909  V.D.B.  cents,  just  420  specimens  were  produced  with 
a  Matte  Proof  finish.  Over  the  years  many  of  these  have  been  lost, 
with  the  result  that  we  doubt  if  more  than  100  to  200  pieces  survive 
today.  Among  American  Proof  coins  of  the  present  century  the  1909 
V.D.B.  Lincoln  cent  is  one  of  the  rarest.  Indeed,  Walter  Breen  notes 
that  "most  dealers  have  never  seen  a  genuine  one."

Characteristics  of  Matte 
Proof  Buffalo  nickels  include  sharply  squared  edges  and  a  much 
sharper  strike  than  is  seen  on  non-proofs,  as  well  as  satin-like 
brilliance. 

The  Type  II  variety  occurred  as  a  result  of  major  modifications 
made  in  the  dies  at  mid-year.  On  this  variety,  the  buffalo  was  plac¬ 
ed  on  a  line  (rather  than  a  mound),  with  FIVE  CENTS  recessed  in 
the  field  below,  thus  protected  against  premature  wear  by  the  edge. 
The  design  was  successful,  and  it  lasted  for  the  life  of  the  series. 


2829  1914  Choice  Matte  Proof-65.  Traces  of  golden  toning  are  starting 
to  develop,  with  splashes  of  red  and  yellow  evident  across  the  In¬ 
dian's  nose.

Note:  At  the  time  of  issue.  Matte  Proof  coins  of  all  denomina¬ 
tions  were  not  popular  with  numismatists.  The  mirror  surfaced  coins 
of  the  past  were  favored.  As  a  result,  many  Matte  Proof  coins  were 
spent.  Today,  only  a  small  fraction  of  the  initial  mintage  remains, 
and  they  are  avidly  sought  after  by  astute  buyers.

2830  1916  Choice  Matte  Proof-65.  This  is  the  final  year  of  Matte  Proof 
coinage.  Nickel  production  numbered  a  mere  600  coins,  few  of  which 
survive  today.  The  offered  specimen  ranks  among  the  finest.  The 
surfaces  are  fully  lustrous,  with  no  significant  impairments.  There 
is,  however,  a  single  notable  fleck  on  the  Indian's  forehead,  and 
a  few  others  on  the  obverse,  which  are  virtually  impossible  to  detect, 
even  with  stong  magnification.  It  is  a  delightful  specimen. 

Note:  The  1916  Proof  set  is  comprised  of  just  two  coins,  the  cent 
and  the  nickel.  This  is  the  smallest  Proof  set  released,  since  the  public 
sale  of  Proofs  commenced  in  1858.  So,  this  lot  is  "half  of  a  1916 
Proof  set."

At  that  time,  production  of  other  silver  denomiiu 
tions  ceased.  Today,  over  100  years  later,  earlier  Carson  City  Mui 
coinage  of  the  lower  denominations  is  actively  sought,  and  is  no  tab 
scarce  in  higher  Mint  State  grades  such  as  this.

Only  691  examples  were  minted  on  the  1881 
year,  divided  into  51  Proofs  plus  640  business  strikes.  David  Akers' 
survey  shows  that  more  Proofs  are  known  today  than  are  examples 
of  any  other  grade.  Not  that  it  makes  any  difference  so  far  as  price 
is  concerned,  but  over  twice  as  many  Proofs  have  appeared  on  the 
market  over  the  years  as  have  Extremely  Fine  specimens.  So  far  as 
business  strikes  are  concerned,  he  could  trace  the  auction  appearance 
of  just  30  pieces,  which  undoubtedly  includes  duplicate  listings  of 
the  same  coins.  This  may  well  net  to  only  15  or  so  different  examples. 

2947  1890  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60,  prooflike.  A  cameo-like  exam¬ 
ple  of  this  low  mintage  date.

2956  1908  Matte  Proof-67  obverse,  63  reverse.  With  wire  edge  on  por¬ 
tions  of  the  obverse  and  reverse,  a  very  unusual  feature.  Obvious¬ 
ly  a  special  striking  among  Matte  Proofs. 

The  Mint  reported  that  236  specimens  were  struck  of  the  1908 
Matte  Proof  quarter  eagle,  and  it  is  indeed  possible  that  this  many 
actually  were  dispersed,  but  the  matter  is  unimportant,  for  relatively 
few  survive  today. 

In  any  event,  after  the  initial  distribution  many  of  them  were 
"spent"  as  collectors  objected  to  the  Matte  Proof  finish,  feeling  that 
a  Proof  should  be  "brilliant"  and  "mirrorlike"  rather  than  dull.  The 
Matte  Proof  format  was  popularized  by  the  Paris  Mint.  It  was  in¬ 
tended  to  display  the  relief  features  of  a  coin  or  medal  in  greater 
contrast,  rendering  it  more  artistic.  Collectors,  however,  felt  dif¬ 
ferently  and  rejected  the  pieces.  Matte  Proof  coinage  declined  over 
the  years,  resulting  in  very  low  Matte  Proof  production  in  the  final 
years  of  the  experiment,  1914-1915.  The  Mint  was  unsuccessful  in 
distributing  even  these  reduced  mintages.  Finally,  the  leftovers  were 
either  melted  (which  apparently  happened  to  most)  or  sold  in  bulk 
(for  example.  Matte  Proof  Lincoln  cents  were  sold  to  Henry  Chap¬ 
man,  who  in  turn  sold  quantities  to  William  Pukall  of  New  Jersey, 
who  still  had  large  numbers  of  them  in  the  early  1950s,  which  he 
sold  to  the  present  cataloguer;  David  Proskey,  the  early  dealer, 
likewise  had  supplies  of  these  many  decades  ago). 

Today  Matte  Proofs  are  recognized  as  classic  examples  of 
numismatic  Americana.  Auction  records  for  Matte  Proofs  have  risen 
dramatically  and  are  much  higher  in  many  instances  than  their 
Brilliant  Proof  counterparts  of  a  few  years  earlier.  The  rarity  of  such 
pieces  is  impossible  to  overemphasize  or  overstate.  They  are  indeed 
the  "rarest  of  the  rare"  among  American  Proof  coinage. 

Of  the  1908  quarter  eagle,  David  Akers  has  traced  the  auction 
appearance  of  Proofs  in  31  different  instances,  which  probably  nets 
to  say,  15  to  20  different  pieces,  to  which  can  be  added  examples 
in  private  collections,  museums,  and  other  areas  not  surveyed  by 
that  researcher.  A  probable  estimate  for  the  number  known  today 
is  on  the  order  of  two  dozen  to  three  dozen  specimens,  most  of  which 
fall  short  of  the  attractive  piece  we  now  offer.

2957  1910  Select  Matte  Proof-65  with  the  Roman  finish  as  used  on  Mat 
Proofs  of  this  year  (and  also  1909).  An  attractive  specimen  whic 
is  bound  to  please  the  particular  numismatist. 

Although  the  Mint  reported  a  production  of  an  astounding  6 1 
pieces  this  year,  this  number  can  bear  no  relation  to  the  quantit: 
actually  struck,  for  1910  remains  one  of  the  rarest  Matte  Proc 
quarter  eagles  today.  It  is  probable  that  no  more  than  two  or  thre 
dozen,  if  indeed  that  many,  can  be  traced.  David  Akers  was  abll 
to  locate  sale  records  for  just  21  coins,  including  duplicate  ap 
pearances,  which  probably  nets  to  about  a  dozen  different  piece? 


Rare  1911  Matte  Proof  Quarter  Eagle 


2958  1911  Choice  Matte  Proof-65.  Of  the  191  Proofs  reported  to  have 

been  struck  this  year,  probably  just  two  or  three  dozen  exist  today. 
As  noted,  during  the  time  of  issue  Matte  Proofs  were  not  popular 
with  collectors,  and  many  met  various  fates. 

In  the  field  of  numismatics  things  tend  to  move  in  cycles.  This 
is  also  true  concerning  the  frequency  of  appearance  of  certain  rarities. 
During  the  past  few  years  important  offerings  of  Matte  Proofs  have 
come  on  the  market,  resulting  in  a  larger  supply  than  otherwise  might 
have  been  the  case.  Our  1979-1981  Garrett  Collection  sales  featured 
a  complete  offering  of  Matte  Proof  gold  coins  from  the  quarter  eagle 
through  the  double  eagle,  as  did  our  1982  offering  of  the  Louis 
Eliasberg  Collection.  Stack's  offering  in  early  1984  of  the  Carter  Col¬ 
lection  included  many  different  Matte  Proof  issues.  Our  Dodson- 
Collier  sale  last  summer  had  many  outstanding  Matte  Proof  pieces, 
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and  our  Danny  Arnold  Collection  offered  in  September  had  a  com¬ 
plete  set .  While  some  of  the  pieces  in  these  offerings  may  represent 
overlapping  (that  is,  some  of  the  Dodson-Collier  and  Arnold  pieces 
may  have  been  from  the  Garrett  Collection),  still  the  opportunity 
for  numismatists  to  acquire  such  pieces  has  been  greater  than  any 
other  span  in  recent  numismatic  history. 


By  their  very  nature,  coin  cycles  go  up  and  down,  and  the  fre¬ 
quency  of  appearance  of  certain  issues  follows  a  similar  trend.  It 
may  well  be  the  case  that  1985  and  later  years  will  see  a  paucity 
of  Matte  Proofs  offered.  In  reviewing  our  auction  consignments  for 
the  1985  year  we  have  little  if  anything  to  offer  in  this  category, 
a  sharp  contrast  from  the  situation  in  1984.  While  we  do  not  know 
what  certain  of  our  competitors  will  be  offering,  we  are  not  aware 
of  any  significant  groups  scheduled  to  appear.  As  such,  the  present 
catalogue  and  the  accompanying  catalogue  of  the  Emery-Nichols 
|  Collections  may  well  offer  opportunities  which  will  not  be  repeated 
for  a  long,  long  time.  Study  the  catalogues  carefully,  determine  the 
true  rarities  of  the  pieces,  and  bid  accordingly.

The  beauty 
of  the  present  piece  and  its  outstanding  preservation — Gem  Matte 
Proof-67 — combines  to  makes  this  one  of  the  most  important  of¬ 
ferings  in  the  present  catalogue.

The  story  of  the  High  Relief  double  eagle  is  well  known.  Readers 
are  urged  to  refer  to  United  States  Cold  Coins:  An  Illustrated 
History,  by  Q.  David  Bowers,  which  devotes  a  chapter  to  Saint- 
Gaudens'  efforts.  Theodore  Roosevelt,  who  was  probably  the  most 
colorful  president  of  the  present  century  (although  Franklin 
Roosevelt,  Harry  Truman,  and  John  F.  Kennedy  gave  him  competi¬ 
tion,  but  in  different  ways),  was  closely  involved  with  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  the  piece  and  considered  it  to  be  his  personal  project.  To¬ 
day,  numismatists  highly  prize  the  relatively  few  remaining  examples 
from  the  11,250  originally  struck.

He  could  only  locate  three  specific  instances  of  1911  Matte  Proof 
double  eagles  appearing  in  public  auction  sales.  David  Akers,  who 
studied  a  wider  range  of  sales,  came  up  with  16  citations,  including 
duplicates,  a  figure  which  probably  nets  to  just  10  or  12.  No  matter 
how  you  view  the  1911  Matte  Proof  double  eagle  here  is  a  great 
American  rarity.  The  present  opportunity  may  not  be  repeated  for 
a  long  time.

Minted  in  Denver  during  the  wilder  days  of  that  Colorado  com¬ 
munity.  The  bullion  was  obtained  from  the  Rocky  Mountain  area 
to  the  west  of  Denver.  At  one  time  the  offices  of  Clark,  Gruber  & 
Company  were  highly  esteemed,  and  during  the  Civil  War  the  paper 
money  issues  of  the  firm  were  more  highly  valued  than  were  those 
of  the  federal  government!  Their  gold  coins  were  always  held  in 
high  regard. 

3080  1853  Octagonal  California  gold  dollar.  Liberty  Head.  BG-519.  Ex¬ 
tremely  Fine,  but  with  extensive  traces  of  mounting  on  the  rim  and 
edge.  We  recommend  the  piece  be  examined  prior  to  bidding.

Rarities  abound,  and  the  dedicated  pattern  col¬ 
lector  will  have  the  opportunity  to  acquire  a  number  of  truly 
prime  pieces,  including  several  important  transitional 
nickels.  Many  of  the  coins  are  from  the  cabinet  of  Lee  F. 
Hewitt,  who  specialized  in  patterns  and  who  has  published 
much  information  concerning  them  over  the  years.

3081  1854  Pattern  cent.  Judd-161.  Proof-60  to  Proof-63.  Medium  browr 
planchet.  Weight:  96  grains,  leading  us  to  attribute  it  as  bronze 

3082  i854  Pattern  cent.  J-161.  Proof-60  or  finer.  Medium  brown  surface; 
with  tinges  of  mint  color  on  the  reverse.  Weight:  95.5  grains,  which 
causes  us  to  attribute  it  as  bronze  although  the  consignor  boughl 
it  as  J-160  (copper,  which  should  weigh  100  grains  according  to  the 
Judd  reference).  Actually,  the  delineation  among  various  alloys  ol 
this  era  is  not  well  defined,  and  certain  of  the  pattern  listings  are 
arbitrary  in  this  regard. 

This  piece,  slightly  smaller  than  a  large  cent,  is  one  of  the  early 
attempts  to  do  away  with  the  cumbersome  coppers  of  the  era.  The 
obverse  depicts  a  Liberty  head  but  without  stars  around  the  border. 
The  reverse  is  similar  to  that  of  the  standard  large  cent  but  with 
the  features  more  delicately  executed.  A  very  historical  item,  as  are 
the  other  pattern  cents  of  this  era. 


3083  1855  Pattern  cent.  J-168.  Choice  Proof-65.  Weight:  91.8  grains,  in 
dicating  that  it  may  be  an  original.  The  Judd  reference  notes  tha 
originals  weigh  96  grains  and  that  restrikes  weigh  "about  115  grains. 
However,  in  practice  weights  are  apt  to  vary  widely,  as  the  presen 
piece  indicates. 

The  condition  of  this  piece  is  simply  outstanding  and  ranks  i 
among  the  finest  in  existence.  The  surfaces  are  light  brown  with  tinge 
of  mint  red.  There  are  no  problems,  the  striking  is  sharp,  and  ii 
every  respect  it  is  a  first  class  example. 

The  obverse  is  of  the  flying  eagle  motif,  stars  surrounding,  witl 
the  eagle  motif  adapted  from  Gobrecht's  illustrious  silver  dollar  pat 
terns  of  nearly  two  decades  earlier.  The  reverse  is  similar  to  tha 
found  on  the  regular  large  cent  but  is  more  delicately  executed.  Ai 
important  stop  on  the  path  toward  elimination  of  the  large  cent  for 
mat.  Because  of  the  condition,  here  is  an  item  the  connoisseur  wil 
find  truly  exciting. 


3084  1858  Pattern  cent.  J-206.  Choice  Proof-65.  This  piece  is  very  unusua 

and  is  quite  unlike  any  other  example  of  J-206  we  can  recall  havinj 
handled.  The  obverse  die  is  severely  bulged  at  the  center,  as  made 
As  the  die  is  highly  polished  and  has  no  rust  spots  or  other  problems 
we  can  assume  that  the  bulging  was  not  caused  by  use.  Rather,  th< 
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piece  was  bulged  inward  when  the  punch  for  the  small  flying  eagle 
was  applied.  It  would  have  been  customary  to  have  planed  the  field 
smooth  after  that  point,  at  which  time  the  peripheral  lettering  would 
be  added.  However,  this  smoothing  was  not  done,  so  the  result  is 
a  piece  which  the  pattern  enthusiast  will  find  to  be  delightful,  curious, 
and  rare.  For  the  record,  the  piece  weighs  74.0  grains. 

The  obverse  has  a  small  or  "skinny"  flying  eagle,  UNITED 
STATES  OF  AMERICA  around,  and  the  date  1858  below.  The 
reverse  is  the  same  as  found  on  the  standard  flying  eagle  cents  of 
the  period  and  consists  of  an  agricultural  wreath.  For  future  reference 
the  reverse  die  can  be  identified  by  having  a  tiny  lump  on  the  right 
edge  of  the  upper  right  serif  of  E  in  CENT,  vestigial  traces  of  a  center 
dot  touching  and  slightly  below  the  tip  of  the  upper  left  serif  of  N 
in  the  same  word,  and,  beneath  C,  traces  of  a  leaf  end.  The  die  is 
somewhat  dished  toward  the  rims,  an  unusual  feature. 

The  condition  of  the  piece  is  outstanding.  Typical  examples  of 
J-206  are  dullish,  but  this  one  is  brilliant.  The  cataloguer  (Q.  David 
Bowers)  would  welcome  correspondence  with  anyone  possessing 
other  examples  of  J-206  with  these  same  features. 


3085  1858  Pattern  cent.  J-208.  Proof-63  with  light  toning.  A  sharply  struck 

(example  of  this  popular  transitional  piece  which  is  identical  to  an 
1859  Indian  cent  in  all  respects  except  the  date. 

Note:  Years  ago  the  writer  studied  examples  of  J-208,  as  a 
paragraph  on  page  49  of  the  book  United  States  Pattern,  Experimen¬ 
tal  and  Trial  Pieces  indicates.  Several  different  dies  were  produced 
for  striking  J-208.  Similarly,  different  pairs  of  dies  were  made  to 
strike  1856  flying  eagle  cents  dated  two  years  earlier.  Why  pieces 
struck  in  limited  quantities  were  produced  from  multiple  sets  of  dies 
is  a  mystery  for  which  the  numismatic  world  awaits  elucidation. 


3086 


1858  Pattern  cent.  J-212.  Select  Proof-63  with  golden  and  iridescent 
toning. 

Struck  in  copper-nickel,  this  piece  bears  the  obverse  of  the  1858 
flying  eagle  cent  in  combination  with  a  reverse  displaying  an  oak 
wreath  and  ornamented  shield. 


3087  1858  Pattern  cent.  J-213.  Proof-60  with  toned  surfaces.  Struck  in 
copper-nickel,  here  is  another  transitional  issue.  The  obverse  is  of 
the  1858  Indian  cent,  the  style  adopted  in  1859  for  regular  circula¬ 
tion,  while  the  reverse  is  that  of  the  standard  1858  flying  eagle  cent 
and  displays  an  agricultural  wreath.  J-213  is  scarcer  than  the 
catalogue  would  indicate  and  may  be  R-6  rather  than  the  listed  R-5. 

3088  1858  Pattern  cent.  J-213.  Proof-63  but  with  three  small  but  serious 
pitting  areas  on  the  obverse.  We  strongly  recommend  that  prospec¬ 
tive  bidders  examine  this  coin  prior  to  competing,  for  the  condi¬ 
tion  is  difficult  to  describe  in  print.  The  reverse  is  fully  Proof-63. 
Another  example  of  this  very  scarce  and  quite  important  transitional 
issue. 


3089  1859  Pattern  cent.  J-228.  Proof-63  with  light  toning.  Very  rare  as 

a  Proof,  for  most  examples  of  J-228  were  made  with  frosty  ("Uncir¬ 
culated")  surfaces. 

Struck  in  copper-nickel,  here  is  another  important  transitional 
Indian  cent.  The  obverse  is  that  of  the  regular  1859  Indian  cent,  but 
the  reverse  is  that  with  oak  wreath  and  narrow  shield  as  first  adopted 
in  1860.  The  Standard  Catalogue  of  United  States  Coins,  last  edi¬ 
tion  (1957),  lists  this  among  regular  issues.  Certainly  this  and  related 
transitional  Indian  cents  of  the  year  previous,  1858,  have  a  claim 
to  fame  which  has  been  largely  ignored.  While  the  1856  flying  eagle 
cent,  also  a  transitional  pattern  (and  by  far  the  most  plentiful  tran¬ 
sitional  issue),  has  received  much  attention,  the  other  transitionals 
have  been  overlooked. 


3090  1868  Pattern  cent.  J-608.  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63.  This  small-format 

pattern  cent  is  a  miniature  nickel  three-cent  piece,  with  the  Roman 
I  on  the  reverse.  A  popular  issue  which  is  certainly  among  the  more 
curious  patterns  of  this  denomination. 


3091  1868  Pattern  nickel  three-cent  piece.  J-618.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65. 

A  pattern  nickel  three-cent  piece  similar  to  the  regular  issue  but  in 
a  larger  diameter  format  approaching  the  size  of  a  nickel  five-cent 
piece.  Exceptional  condition. 


3092  1850  Pattern  silver  three-cent  piece.  J-125.  Proof-55.  Obverse  with 

Liberty  cap  with  date  1850  below,  a  motif  borrowed  from  a  mint 
medal  of  1836  (which  in  turn  borrowed  its  motif  from  Mexican 
coinage).  Reverse  with  denomination,  inscription,  and  continuous 
palm  branch.  Weight:  12.1  grains,  possibly  an  original  (according 
to  the  Judd  criteria). 
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Important  1865  Transitional  Nickel 


3093  1865  Pattern  nickel  five-cents.  J-416.  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63.  A 

highly  important  and  exceedingly  desirable  transitional  issue.  This 
is  an  1865  nickel  five-cent  piece  with  rays  on  the  reverse,  precisely 
identical  to  an  1866  shield  nickel  except  for  the  date.  It  is  believed 
that  only  a  half  dozen  or  so  pieces  exist. 

The  collector  of  nickel  five-cent  pieces  has  four  transitionals  to 
choose  from,  and  all  four  are  in  the  present  sale,  an  incredible  situa¬ 
tion.  There  are  two  transitional  patterns  of  1865,  one  with  rays  and 
one  without,  an  1866  without  rays,  and  an  1882  Liberty  head  nickel. 


1865  Transitional  Nickel  Rarity 


3094  1865  Pattern  nickel  five-cents.  Judd-418.  Select  Proof-63  to  Choice 

Proof-65.  Brilliant  surfaces.  A  superb  specimen. 

A  highly  important  transitional  issue  combining  the  1865  shield 
obverse  (as  on  the  preceding  coin)  with  the  reverse  without  rays, 
as  first  regularly  used  in  1867.  Like  the  preceding  piece,  this  coin 
is  of  extreme  rarity.  Probably  no  more  than  a  dozen  or  so  exist.

3096  1868  Pattern  nickel  five-cents.  J-624.  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63.  One 

tiny  area  of  the  rim  and  small  area  of  the  edge  show  some  greer 
oxidation.  A  pleasing  specimen  of  one  of  the  most  startling  pieces 
in  the  series,  the  Liberty  head  design  struck  on  an  oversized  broad; 
planchet  with  wide  rims.  According  to  the  Judd  reference,  fewen 
than  a  dozen  pieces  exist.  The  reason  for  making  the  piece  is  nod 
clear,  but  to  provide  a  curiosity  for  collectors  seems  to  be  a  plausible 
explanation.  A  prize  for  the  nickel  pattern  specialist. 


3097  1869  Pattern  nickel  five-cents.  J-684.  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63. 

Obverse  with  Liberty  head  similar  to  that  found  on  the  nickel  three- 
cent  piece.  Reverse  with  Roman  numeral  V  in  wreath. 


3098  1871  Pattern  nickel  five-cents.  J-1054.  Choice  Proof-65  with  attrac¬ 

tive  light  toning.  Russet  color  surfaces.  Struck  in  bronze. 
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The  obverse  depicts  the  head  of  Liberty  similar  to  that  used  on 
the  contemporary  nickel  three-cent  piece,  while  the  reverse  bears 
the  denomination  within  a  delicate  wreath  of  laurel.  A  superb 
specimen  of  this  scarce  issue.

3099  1881  Pattern  nickel  five-cents.  J-1671.  Select  Proof-63  with  light  ton¬ 

ing.  Struck  in  nickel  alloy.  Obverse  with  the  Liberty  head  motif  as 
regularly  adopted  in  1883,  but  with  inscription  UNITED  STATES 
OF  AMERICA  surrounding  (instead  of  stars).  The  reverse  is  a  pat¬ 
tern  style  and  features  a  wreath  of  cotton  and  com.  A  few  trivial 
spots  on  the  obverse  are  noted  but  do  not  measurably  detract  from 
the  desirability  of  this  piece.  A  prize  item  for  the  nickel  specialist 
or  the  pattern  connoisseur. 


1882  Liberty  Head  Nickel 


This  is  the  famous  1882  Liberty  head  nickel.  The  obverse  and 
reverse  and  overall  appearance,  struck  in  nickel  alloy,  precisely  con¬ 
form  to  the  regular  1883  without-CENTS  nickel  in  every  particular 
except  the  date!  Indeed,  the  reverse  die  was  actually  used  to  coin 
Proof  1883  without-CENTS  nickels  and  is  so  identified  by  having 
a  tiny  recut  portion  to  the  right  of  the  terminal  letter  in  PLURIBUS. 
The  obverse  is  the  Liberty  head  motif  surrounded  by  stars,  with 
the  date  1882  below. 

Although  the  1913  Liberty  head  nickel,  the  rarity  at  the  end  of 
the  series,  has  received  much  publicity  over  the  years,  the  1882  Liber- 
ty  nickel  has  been  shadowed  from  fame.  This  is  not  as  it  should 
be  Only  a  dozen  or  so  examples  exist  of  this  variety,  probably  no 
more  than  20  at  most.  While  it  is  not  in  a  league  rarity-wise  with 
the  1913  Liberty  head  nickel  (of  which  five  are  known),  from  the 
standpoint  of  numismatic  appeal  and  desirability  it  certainly  ranks 
with  it.  Indeed,  a  specimen  of  J-1690,  alone  in  solitary  splendor  in 
an  exhibit  case  at  a  Central  States  Numismatic  Society  convention 
a  couple  decades  ago  won  a  prize  I 


3101  1868  Pattern  10c.  J-648.  Proof-60  to  Proof-63  with  light  brown  sur¬ 

faces.  One  of  the  most  famous  of  all  patterns,  this  is  a  combination 
of  the  1868  large  cent  die  with  a  specially-created  reverse  similar 
to  that  found  on  large  cents  of  the  1844-1857  era  but  with  the 
denomination  expressed  as  TEN  CENTS.  Struck  in  copper  or  bronze. 

As  no  coinage  of  dimes  imitative  of  the  large  cent  format  was 
being  seriously  contemplated,  one  can  only  presume  that  this  was 
created  as  a  fantasy  for  collectors.  Today  it  is  one  of  the  landmark 
patterns  of  the  era  and  is  considered  to  be  a  centerpiece  in  any  ex¬ 
hibit  of  patterns  of  this  denomination.  In  addition,  for  the  large  cent 
specialist  the  piece  has  peripheral  interest. 


1870  Pattern  10c.  J-851.  Choice  Proof-65  with  nearly  full  original 
brilliance.  Copper.  Reeded  edge.  Standard  Silver  pattern  issue. 
Remarkable  condition,  for  most  of  these  have  been  cleaned  or  "fussed 
with."  A  prize  item  for  the  condition  alone. 


1869  Pattern  25c.  J-727.  Gem  Brilliant  Proof-67  with  gorgeous  light 
iridescent  toning.  A  superb  specimen  of  this  Standard  Silver  issue, 
a  piece  which  is  unsurpassable  in  condition  and  which  represents 
virtual  perfection.

1870  Pattern  25c.  J-905.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Struck  in 
aluminum.  A  superb  specimen  of  this  popular  Standard  Silver  design. 
A  connoisseur  will  appreciate  the  quality. 

While  the  original  intention  of  the  Standard  Silver  pieces,  con¬ 
ceived  shortly  before  1870,  was  to  provide  lighter  weight  silver  coins 
for  use  in  circulation  to  retire  fractional  currency,  the  production 
of  patterns  got  out  of  hand,  and  strikings  were  made  in  silver, 
aluminum,  and  "copper"  (bronze),  each  with  and  without  reeded 
edges.  The  name  of  the  game  was  profit  for  Mint  employees.  Thus 
was  created  the  most  extensive  series  of  patterns  in  United  States 
coinage  history,  a  series  which  occupies  many  pages  in  the  Judd- 
Kosoff  book. 
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3105  1859  Pattern  50c.  J-236.  Proof-60  or  finer.  Dark  brown  surfaces  with 

gunmetal  blue  toning.  Struck  in  copper. 

The  dies  of  this  issue  were  not  given  a  high  polish,  with  the  result 
that  specimens  today  exhibit  surfaces  which  appear  to  be  between 
mint  frost  and  die  striations,  often  having  a  "cleaned”  appearance 
(due  to  the  lines  in  the  original  die  surface). 


3106  1861  Pattern  50c.  J-280.  Bronzed  Proof-63.  Struck  in  copper  or 

bronze.  Bronzed  before  striking,  a  finish  popular  at  the  Mint  at  the 
time. 

The  obverse  is  the  regular  1861  Liberty  Seated  issue.  The  reverse 
is  similar  except  for  the  addition  of  GOD  OUR  TRUST  above  the 
eagle's  head.  Attractive  light  brown  surfaces  with  tinges  of  a  lighter 
color. 


1869  Pattern  50c.  J-753.  Choice  Proof-65.  Brilliant  with  just  a  trace 
of  light  toning.  Struck  in  aluminum.  Plain  edge.  A  beautiful  exam¬ 
ple  of  a  Standard  Silver  issue. 

No  rarity  rating  for  this  piece  is  given  in  the  Judd  reference,  but 
it  can  be  assumed  (?)  that  the  rarity  is  somewhat  similar  to  related 
pieces  such  as  J-746,  747,  758,  and  759,  although  there  probably 
are  individual  differences  in  the  availability  among  these. 


3108  1878  Pattern  $1.  J-1563.  Proof-60  with  some  friction  on  the  cheek 

and  some  hairlines  in  the  field.  Light  toning. 

Weight:  219.6  grains,  indicating  that  it  probably  is  struck  in  goloid 
alloy,  but  in  the  absence  of  an  analysis  this  cannot  be  certain. 


The  obverse  depicts  a  Liberty  head  by  William  Barber.  The  reverse  4 
bears  an  inscription  stating  the  metric  content  as  proportions  of  goldl) 
silver,  and  copper. 

For  some  reason,  most  surviving  examples  of  J-1563  show  fric4  I 
tion  or  indication  of  wear,  perhaps  intending  that  they  were  useq 
for  their  intended  purpose— as  patterns  for  viewing  by  congressmen  I 
senators,  and  others. 


Weight:  384.3  grains,  which  closely  approximates  the  385.8  grains 
specified  as  "original,"  although  the  true  nature  of  the  piece  cannot 
be  determined  with  precision. 


The  obverse  is  William  Barber's  Liberty  head  design  copied  from 
his  earlier  effort  with  the  1877  pattern  Half  Union  $50  piece.  The 
reverse  bears  inscriptions,  including  proportions  of  silver,  gold,  and 
copper,  with  the  variant  motto  DEO  EST  GLORIA  ("God  is 
glorious"). 

A  splendid  specimen  of  a  piece  which  often  comes  in  pairs.  A  prize 
item  for  the  silver  dollar  specialist  or  the  pattern  connoisseur.

Weight:  216.3  grains,  indicating  that  this  is  probably  an  original, 
which  Dr.  Judd  states  should  weigh  216  grains  (by  contrast,  he  pin¬ 
points  silver  pieces  as  being  lightweight).  The  obverse  is  William 
Barber's  Liberty  head  similar  to  that  used  on  certain  issues  of  1878 
(J-1557  through  J-1564)  and  differing  from  the  preceding  lot.  The 
reverse  bears  various  inscriptions  including  the  proportions  of  gold, 
silver,  and  copper.  Another  piece  which  often  comes  impaired.  A 
far  above  average  example.

The  Judd  reference  notes  that  just  three  specimens  are  known  to 
exist,  one  of  them  being  in  the  Byron  Reed  Collection  and  the  other 
being  the  Garrett  coin — in  addition  to  the  piece  offered  here. 
Although  David  Akers  in  his  book  United  States  Gold  Patterns  does 
not  address  the  quantity  of  gilt  silver  pieces  in  existence,  he  does  note: 

"Three  specimens  of  the  gold  pattern  and  three  of  the  gilt  silver 
pattern  were  sent  by  Robert  M.  Patterson,  director  of  the  mint,  to 
Congressman  J.J.  McKay,  a  member  of  the  House  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  on  January  30,  1849.  Since  there  are  more  than  three 
gold  specimens  known,  it  is  obvious  that  Longacre  engraved  a 
number  of  additional  examples.  Although  I  am  able  to  list  only  seven 
known  examples  [in  gold],  I  feel  it  is  likely  that  there  are  more  than 
that  number,  possibly  as  many  as  9  or  10." 

The  same  author  described  the  origin  of  the  pieces: 

"in  an  attempt  to  make  gold  dollars  large  enough  to  handle  easi¬ 
ly,  the  idea  of  a  perforation  or  hole  in  the  center  was  considered. 
This  pattern  was  the  first  of  five  such  attempts  and  a  small  quanti¬ 
ty  was  made  between  January  27  and  January  30,  1849.  No  dies 
were  used  and  all  the  pieces  were  hand  engraved  by  James  B. 
Longacre.  Because  of  this  hand  engraving,  the  known  specimens 
differ  noticeably  in  the  placement,  size,  and  shape  of  the  date,  stars, 
and  letters." 

A  rare  prize  for  the  pattern  specialist  as  well  as  the  advanced  gold 
dollar  collector.  This  beautiful  piece  is  certainly  one  of  the  finest 
in  existence.

3114  1852  Pattern  $1  gold.  J-145.  Select  Proof-63.  Struck  in  gold.  Thin 

planchet.  25.6  grains.  A  magnifying  glass  reveals  a  lint  mark  at  the 
left  part  of  the  date,  a  characteristic  which  serves  to  hallmark  the 
present  piece. 

This  issue  represents  an  attempt  at  the  mint  to  produce  a  gold 
dollar  that  would  contain  full  intrinsic  value  but  would  be  larger 
in  diameter  and  thus  easier  to  handle.  Examples  were  made  in  both 
thick  and  thin  planchet  formats,  with  fewer  than  two  dozen  believed 
to  be  known  totally,  most  of  them  being  of  the  thin  planchet  varie¬ 
ty.  David  Akers  suggests  that  restrikes  may  have  been  produced 
shortly  after,  in  the  1860s,  but  does  not  differentiate  their  appearance, 
if  indeed  they  can  be  differentiated. 

The  obtaining  of  a  gold  denomination  pattern  actually  struck  in 
gold  has  been  the  objective  of  many  pattern  specialists.  The  present 
opportunity  offers  a  piece  which  at  once  is  rare,  desirable,  historical, 
and  in  high  condition.

The  design  is  the  Flowing  Hair  style  by  Charles  E.  Barber,  similar 
to  that  used  on  the  $4  Stellas  of  1879.  Interestingly,  impressions  in 
copper  are  rarer  than  those  in  gold!  The  Judd  reference  lists  copper 
impressions  as  Rarity-7  (4  to  12  known),  whereas  those  in  gold  are 
listed  as  low  Rarity-6  (21  to  30  known).  The  present  piece  for  all 
intents  and  purposes  seems  to  be  struck  in  gold,  the  only  indication 
otherwise  being  the  weight.

Over  the  years  we  have  had  fewer  copper  im¬ 
pressions  than  we  have  had  gold  examples  of  this  famous  issue.

The  finish  is  bronzed,  as  applied  at 
the  mint — a  popular  format  of  the  era.

only  difference. 

The  obverse  and  reverse  closely  parallel  that  of  the  standard  dou¬ 
ble  eagle  except  for  the  metric  description  around  the  periphery  olr 
the  obverse  and  the  variant  motto  DEO  EST  GLORIA  on  the  reverse. 
This  is  a  representation  of  the  metric  coinage  idea  in  its  grandest 
form. 

Of  this  issue,  impressions  were  made  only  in  copper.  Apparent¬ 
ly  no  gold  strikes  were  produced.  The  Judd  reference  describes  the 
piece  as  unique,  noting  that  the  only  known  specimen  is  that  sold 
by  Paramount  in  February  1975,  earlier  owned  by  Abe  Kosoff,  Dr. 
J.  Hewitt  Judd,  William  H.  Woodin,  and  Waldo  C.  Newcomer. 
However,  Don  Taxay's  1976  edition  of  The  Encyclopedia  of  United1 
States  Coins  notes  that  three  specimens  are  known  to  exist,  the  ex¬ 
ample  in  the  Smithsonian,  the  Farouk  Collection  coin,  and  one 
owned  years  ago  by  Clarence  S.  Bement. 

The  presently-offered  piece,  the  example  from  the  Lee  F.  Hewitt 
Collection,  is  from  the  Farouk  sale  held  in  Cairo,  Egypt  in  1953. 
As  the  Smithsonian  piece  is  still  in  that  institution,  the  coin  described 
as  "unique”  in  the  Judd  reference  may  be  the  Bement  example. 

The  present  offering  represents  a  remarkable  opportunity  for  the 
pattern  specialist,  for  another  example  may  not  cross  the  auction 
block  for  many  years,  indeed  for  many  decades.

Proofs  from  1878  through  1883  are  more  often  seen  in  Proof-63 
through  Proof-65  grade.  The  reason  for  this  is  not  clear,  but  it  can 
be  surmised  that  because  trade  dollars  was  not  a  popular  denomina¬ 
tion  with  numismatists,  examples  received  in  Proof  sets  of  the  1873 
through  1877  years  were  simply  "spent"  or  discarded.  Those  of  later 
years  were  kept  when  it  was  realized  that  these  were  Proof-only 
issues  and  that  no  related  pieces  were  made  for  circulation.  A  study 
of  surviving  Proof  trade  dollars  will  point  out  this  survival  ratio 
in  a  dramatic  fashion.  Indeed,  it  can  be  accurately  stated  that  Pro¬ 
of  trade  dollars  of  the  1873  through  1876  years  in  particular,  in 
Proof-65  grade  (just  slightly  finer  than  the  grade  offered  here),  are 
great  rarities.

The  Die-Proofs  are  beautifully  mounted  on  non-acidic  bond  with 
cut-outs  for  the  ten  individual  notes,  the  title,  and  the  two  presen¬ 
tation  inscriptions.  All  of  the  mountings  are  of  top  archival  quali¬ 
ty.  Mat  dimensions  are  24"  wide  by  33V*"  high. 


When  found,  all  of  the  notes,  except  the  back  of  the  $100  issue 
and  the  title  (at  the  top)  displayed  light  aging  due  to  the  acidic  com¬ 
position  of  the  original  mat  and  mounting  bonds.  In  order  to  pro¬ 
perly  preserve  this  remarkable  presentation  set,  the  entire  assemblage 
was  sent  to  the  W.J.  Barrow  Restoration  Shop,  Inc.  (conservators 
of  the  U.S.  Constitution,  etc.)  in  Richmond,  Virginia,  several  years 
ago.  There,  the  notes  were  deacidified  and  remounted.  Thus,  this 
impressive  and  excessively  rare  historical  set  of  presentation  notes, 
related  material  and  mountings,  should  look  and  remain  as  they 
presently  appear  today  for  many  generations  to  come.

Note:  It  must  be  realized  that  the  Rarity  scale  in  Hickman  and 
Oakes'  outstanding  reference  Standard  Catalog  of  National  Bank 
Notes  is  an  estimate  as  to  the  number  of  notes  from  each  bank  which 
survive  today  in  accordance  with  records  compiled  by  John  Hickman 
and  friends  over  several  decades.  The  actual  number  of  surviving 
notes  may  vary  a  bit.  New  discoveries  are  being  made  frequently. 
As  an  example,  every  note  in  the  companion  catalog  to  the  section 
of  the  sale,  the  Emery -Nichols  Collection,  has  remained  in  a  private 
collection  for  nearly  half  a  century  and  has  never  been  seen  by 
researchers.
